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U.K. is offering Brexit 'compromise' to EU

MANCHESTER, Bigland (AP) 

— The U.K. offered the Eu¬ 
ropean Union a proposed 
last-minute Brexit deal on 
Wednesday that it said 
represents a realistic com¬ 
promise for both sides, as 
British Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson urged the bloc to 
hold "rapid negotiations 
towards a solution" after 
years of wrangling. 

With Britain due to leave 
the bloc at the end of this 
month, Johnson said in a 
letterto European Commis¬ 
sion PresidentJ ean-Claude 
Juncker that not reaching 
a deal would be "a failure 
of statecraft for which we 
would all be responsible." 
He did not mention that the 
EU a nd the U.K. d id rea c h a 
deal in 2018 _ only for it to 
be rejected, three times, by 
Britain's Parliament. 

The EU gave the proposals 
a guarded welcome and

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U.S judge: Injection sites don't violate federal d mg laws

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A fed- 
era I judge ruled Wednes¬ 
day that supervised in¬ 
jection sites designed to 
prevent overdoses do not 
violate federal drug laws, 
giving advocates in Phila¬ 
delphia and perhaps else¬ 
where a boost in their ef¬ 
forts to open them. 

U.S. District J udge Gerald 
A. McHugh said there's no 
evidence that Congress 
intended 1980s-era drug 
laws to cover sites where 
people could inject drugs 
and have medical help 
nearby if they need it. 

"Safe injection sites were 
not considered by Con¬ 
gress and could not have 
been, because their use 
as a possible harm reduc¬ 
tion strategy among opioid 
users had not yet entered 
public discourse," McHugh 
said in his ruling. 

U.S. Attorney William Mc- 
Swain, an appointee of Re¬ 
publican President Donald 
Trump, had gone to court 
in Philadelphia to try to 
block the plan, calling the 
goal "laudable" but sup- 
portersmisguided. 

Mayor Jim Kenney, District 
Attorney Larry Krasnerand 


former Pennsylvania Gov. 
Ed Rendell, all Democrats, 
believe the program would 
reduce the city's 1,100 an¬ 
nual overdose deaths and 
help steer users into treat¬ 
ment. 

Rendell helped found the 
nonprofit group that would 
run the program, called 
Safehouse, after the over¬ 
dose death of a family 
friend. 

Ronda Goldfein, a Safe- 
house vice president, said 
the group would seek clar¬ 
ity from McHugh in the next 
few weeks on whether to

move forward with plans to 
open sites a cross the city. 
The Justice Department 
appeared likely to chal¬ 
lenge the decision. Deputy 
Attorney Genera IJ effrey A. 
Rosen said the department 
was disappointed and 
would "take all available 
steps to pursue further judi¬ 
cial review." 

"Any attempt to open illicit 
drug injection sites in other 
jurisdictions while this case 
is pending will continue to 
be met with immediate ac¬ 
tion by the department," 
he said in a statement. 


The issue has divided pub¬ 
lic officials in Philadelphia 
and around the nation, al¬ 
though similar sites are in 
use in Canada and Europe. 
Supervised injection sites 
are also being considered 
in other U.S. cities includ¬ 
ing Seattle, New York, San 
Francisco and Somerville, 
Massachusetts. 

Under the Safehouse plan, 
people struggling with ad¬ 
diction could bring drugs 
to the clinic-like setting, use 
them in a partitioned bay 
and get help from nearby 
medical help if they over¬ 
dose. They would also be 
counseled about treat¬ 
ment and other health ser¬ 
vices 

"It's a better option than 
having people die in streets 
and alleyways and fields 
And it will also help the 
community," said Debbie 
Howland of Drexel Hill, who 
lost a daughterto an over¬ 
dose death last year. 

She volunteers several days 
a week in Philadelphia's 
drug-ravaged Kensington 
neighborhood, and be¬ 
moaned thatsmallchildren 
have to walkpastdirty nee¬ 
dles and "devastated" us 


eison their way to school. 
"With 70,000 people dying 
a year (nationally), you've 
got to do something," she 
said Wednesday. 

However, some neigh¬ 
borhood groups and city 
council members repre¬ 
senting the area oppose 
the plan and have vowed 
to keep fighting it. 
Safehouse lawyers had ar¬ 
gued that it wasn't clearly 
illegal underthe Controlled 
Substances Act — which 
regulates the possession, 
use and distribution of cer¬ 
tain drugs— to stand near¬ 
by with life-saving medical 
help. 

McHugh in his ruling 
agreed. 

"The ultimate goal of Safe- 
house's proposed opera¬ 
tion is to reduce drug use, 
not facilitate it, and ac¬ 
cordingly, (the law) does 
not prohibit Safehouse's 
proposed conduct," he 
wrote. The decision come 
as federal, state and local 
authorities pursue billions 
of dollars in legal dam¬ 
ages from pharmaceutical 
companies that manufac¬ 
tured and marketed opioid

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Lawsuits: Nation's biggest 
railway companies fixed prices

BOISE, Idaho (AP) — More 
than two dozen major 
companies ranging from 
Campbell's Soup to Kia 
sued the nation's four big¬ 
gest railway companies, 
contending they had a 
price-fixing scheme to ille¬ 
gally boost profits. 

In the lawsuitsfiled Monday 
around the U.S., the com¬ 
panies said BNSF Railway 
Co., CSX Transportation 
Inc., Norfolk Southern Rail¬ 
way Co. and Union Pacific 
Railroad Co. conspired to 
boost prices starting in 2003 
by imposing coordinated 
fuel surcharges, ultimately 
pocketing billions of dollars 
in profits 

Ihe price-fixing allegations 
have been making their 
way through U.S. courts for 
years, with several compa¬ 
nies filing similar lawsuits in 
2007. 

Atto meysthe n so ug ht c la ss- 
action status on behalf of 
16,000 shippers against the 
fourrailroads, buteariierthis 
year a U.S. appellate judge 
said the cases would have 
to be brought individually 
orbroken down into groups 
of similar shippers with simi¬ 
lar situations The deadline 
for filing those individual 
caseswasMonday. 

An attorney for Union Pa¬ 
cific Railroad declined to 
commentand attomeysfor 
the otherthree railwaysdid 
not immediately respond 
to requestsforcomment. 

In previous stages of the 
lawsuits, the railroads have 
generally contended that 
fuel surcharges are com¬ 
mon across the transporta¬ 


tion industry, thatthey were 
legal and simply intended 
to recoverthe skyrocketing 
cost of fuel at the time. 

In one of the lawsuits, filed 
Monday by Ihe Amalgam¬ 
ated Sugar Co. in Boise, 
Idaho, attorneys said the 
scheme began roughly 16 
years ago amid declining 
rail rates. At the time, the 
four railways controlled 
about 90% of all rail freight 
traffic in the U.S., according 
to the lawsuit. 

Attorneys for the sugar 
company wrote that the 
four railways had meet¬ 
ings, phone callsand email 
communications through 
which they embarked on 
the conspiracy to apply 
the fuel surcharges to gen¬ 
erate profits. 

"Priorto conspiring, defen¬ 
dants operated as busi- 
nessesshould:Theyac tive ly 
competed against each 
other over rates generally 
and with respect to fuel re¬ 
covery mechanisms to the 
benefit of their customers," 
the lawyers said. 

Congress largely deregu¬ 
lated railroadsin 1980. Over 
the next several years, rail¬ 
way companies consoli¬ 
dated, eventually leading 
to the fourbig railroad ship¬ 
pers _ BNSF and Union Pa¬ 
cific serving much of the 
West and CSX and Norfolk 
Southern in the East. 

Though the companiesare 
individual entities, they are 
legally allowed to work to¬ 
gether to some degree to 
ensure the continuity of the 
nation's railroad network. 
Today, improved technol¬ 
ogy and data manage¬ 


ment systems have made 
railroads more efficient, 
bringing significant ben¬ 
efits to consumers because 
businesses can order just 
what they need when they 
need it, said Kenneth But¬ 
ton, a professorin the Schar 
School of Policy and Gov¬ 
ernment at George Mason 
University. 

"In retail you get greater 
reliability. Everyone knows 
when their stocks a re com¬ 
ing in," Button said.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candi¬ 
dates reiterated their call 
for gun control Wednes¬ 
day and urged Americans 
to keep up the fight for 
change, sidestepping the 
issue of impeachment in 
Washington and whether it 
will divert lawmakers. 

At a gun policy forum in 
Nevada, Cory Booker said 
the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation and the corporate 
gun lobby are not the only 
forces stop ping progresson 
gun control. 

"Change never comes 
from Washington. It comes 
to Washington by Ameri¬ 
cans that demand it," the 
New Jersey senator said. 
He added la ter that "Every 
one of us in America, right 
now, by doing nothing, we 
are implicated in this .... 
We all have to take respon¬ 
sibility." 

The forum _ located about 
2 miles from the Las Vegas 
Strip, the site of the deadli¬ 
est mass shooting in mod¬ 
em American history _ was 
held as an effort to keep 
gun violence front and 
center of the debate and 
give 2020 presidential can- 
didatesa chance to show¬ 
case theirplansto combat 
the epidemic. Negotiations 
between President Donald 
Trump's administration and 
lawmakers have halted 
over background checks 
legislation passed by the 
Democ ratic-controlied 
House, an effort that faced 
long odds even before the 
impeachment inquiry be¬ 
gan. 

Booker was among nine 
White House hopefuls 
to speak at the forum 
Wednesday, almost two 
years to the day after a 
man rained gunfire from 
the window of a high-rise 
hotel onto a country mu¬ 


sic festival below, killing 58 
people. The forum is being 
hosted by MSNBC, March 
for Our Lives and Giffords, 
the advocacy organization 
set up by former Arizona 
congresswoman Gabby 
Giffords, who was shot and 
gravely wounded during a 
constituent meeting in 2011 
in Tucson. 

Giffords opened the event 
with brief remarks calling 
for Democrats, Republi¬ 
cans and independents to 
come together and fight 
forchange. 

"Stopping gun violence 
takes courage. The cour¬ 
age to do what's right. The 
courage of new ideas," 
Giffords said. 

In addition to Booker, the 
other candidates partici¬ 
pating in the forum are 
former Vice President Joe 
Biden; South Bend, Indiana, 
Mayor Pete Buttigieg; for¬ 
mer Obama Housing Sec¬ 
retary Julian Castro; Cali¬ 
fornia Sen. Kama la Harris; 
Minnesota Sen. Amy Klobu- 
char; former Texas Rep. 
Beto O'Rourke; Massachu¬ 
setts Sen. Elizabeth Warren; 
and businessman Andrew 
Yang. 

Vermont Sen. Bemie Sand¬ 
ers was expected to at¬ 
tend, but he ended up 
undergoing a heart proce¬ 
dure fora blocked artery. 
His campaign said he was 
canceling appearances 
"until further notice." 
O'Rourke recast his cam¬ 
paign around gun control 
after the August shoot¬ 
ing in his hometown of El 
Paso, Texas, where a gun¬ 
man targeting Hispanic s 
killed 22 people. O'Rourke 
even vowed to ban assault 
weapons, saying at a de¬ 
bate in Houston in Septem¬ 
ber, "Hell, yes, we're gonna 
take your AR-15, your AK- 
47, and we're not going to 
allow it to be used against 
yourfellow Americansany- 
more." 


Buttigieg on Wednesday 
said it's not true that the 
2nd Amendment allowing 
the right to bear arms pre¬ 
vents the government from 
banning certain kinds of 
weapons. 

"In America, it is already 
the case that, anybody, 
as far as I know, can have 
a slingshot. And nobody 
can have a nuclearweap- 
on," he said. "If you think 
about it, that means we 
have already decided, as 
a society, consistent with 
our Constitution, within 
the boundaries of the 2nd 
Amendment, thatthere'sa 
line." 

Warren echoed a key 
theme of her campaign 
when she said inaction on 
gun policy is a symptom of 
corruption in Washington. 
"This is a fundamental ques¬ 
tion about who Washing¬ 
ton works for, and the an¬ 
swer for decades now has 
been Washington works 
great forthe gun industry _ 
it just doesn't work great for 
everyone else in America." 
A challenge forcandidates 
is to distinguish themselves 
on the issue. O'Rourke 
stands out with his call for 
a mandatory federal buy¬ 
back program for military- 
style weapons used in 
many mass shootings. That

goesbeyond the proposals 
of most other Democratic 
candidates, who have 
focused on expanding 
background checks and 
banning the future manu¬ 
facture and sale of certain 
high-powered weapons 
— but not making it illegal 
to possess those already in 
the ma rket. 

Castro said Wednesday 
that he's open to hearing 
arguments for a mandato¬ 
ry gun buyback, "but I think 
there are 15 things_ differ¬ 
ent things _ that we can 
do," and he said there's a 


debate among gun con¬ 
trol activists over manda¬ 
tory buybacks. 

Ahead of Wednesday's fo¬ 
rum, Biden released a de¬ 
tailed gun policy plan em¬ 
phasizing his role asa lead¬ 
ing senator in adopting a 
background check law in 
1993 and a ban on certain 
semi-automatic weapons 
as part of a sweeping 1994 
crime law. That ban ex¬ 
pired after 10 years 
Besides renewing that ban 
and including high-capac¬ 
ity magazines, Biden's pro¬ 
posals include an outright 
ban on online salesof guns 
and ammunition, along 
with a voluntary buyback 
program for the military- 
style guns. Biden doesn't 
offer a price tag for his vol¬ 
untary buyback proposal 
but proposes a $900 mil¬ 
lion, eight-year grant pro¬ 
gram for evidence-based 
intervention programs in 40 
cities with high homicide 
rates. The idea reflects a 
point Biden and some oth¬ 
er candidates make often 
when campaigning: Mass 
shootings making head¬

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Dallascop gets 10 years in prison for killing herneighbor

DALLAS (AP) — A white 
Dallas police officer was 
sentenced Wednesday to 
10 years in prison for killing 
her black neighbor in his 
apartment, which she said 
she mistookforherown unit 
one floorbelow. 

Amber Guyger didn't ap¬ 
pear to show much reac¬ 
tion, at lea st from the angle 
of a live camera stream, as 
the judge read the jury's 
sentence. It came a day 
after the jury convicted her 
of murderin the September 
2018 killing of Botha mj ean. 
Guyger's sentence was 
met with boos and jeers by 
a crowd gathered outside 
of the courtroom, with one 
woman saying, "It's a slap 
in the face." 

But there was a very dif¬ 
ferent tenor to the post¬ 
verdict scene inside the 
courtroom, where Jean's 
brother, Brandt Jean, was 
allowed to addressGuyger 
directly from the witness 
stand. 

Brandt Jean said he for¬ 
gave Guyger and that he 
thinks his brother would 
want her to turn herself 
overto Christ. 

"I love you as a person. I 
don't wish anything bad 
on you," he said to the 
31-year-old Guyger, before 
adding, "I don't know if this 
is possible, but can I give 
hera hug?" 

The judge said he could, 
and Brandt and Guyger 
both stood up, met in 
front of the bench and 
embraced while Guyger 
sobbed. 

As Jean's family walked 
out of the courtroom, the 
group that had been out¬ 
side began a chant of, 
"No justice! No peace!" 
Two young black women 
hugged each other and 
cried. 

Prosecutors had asked ju¬ 
rors to sentence Guygerto 
at least 28 years, which is 
how old Jean would have 
been if he wasstill alive. 

The jury could have sen¬ 
tenced the former officer 
to up to life in prison or as 
little as two years. 

The basic facts of the un¬ 
usual shooting were not 
in dispute throughout the 
trial. Guyger, returning from 


a long shift that night, en¬ 
tered Jean's fourth-floor 
apartment and shot him. 
He had been eating a 
bowl of ice cream before 
she fired. 

Guyger said she parked on 
the wrong floor and mis¬ 
took Jean's apartment for 
herown, which wasdirectly 
below his, and mistook him 
fora burglar. In the frantic 
911 call played repeatedly 
during the trial, Guygersaid 
"I thought it was my apart¬ 
ment" nearly 20 times. Her 
lawyers argued that the 
identical physical appear¬ 
ance of the apartment 
complex from floor to floor 
frequently led to tenants 
going to the wrong apart¬ 
ments. 

But prosecutorsquestioned 
how Guyger could have 
missed numerous signs 
that she was in the wrong 
place. They a Iso asked why 
she didn't call for backup 
instead of walking into the 
apartment if she thought 
she was being burglarized 
and suggested she wasdis- 
tracted by sexually explicit 
phone messages she had 
been exchanging with her 
police partner, who was 
also her lover. 

The shooting drew wide¬ 
spread attention because 
of the strange circum¬ 
stances and because it 
wasone in a string of shoot¬ 
ing s of unarmed blackmen 
by white police officers. 
One of the J ean family law¬ 
yers hailed the verdict as "a 
victory for black people in 
America "after it was hand¬ 
ed down Tuesday.

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NTSB seeks new seat belt requirements for limos after crash

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral inspectors recom¬ 
mended stricter regulations 
Wednesday for safety belts 
and passengerseatsin new 
vehicles stretched into lim¬ 
ousines, saying tighterstan- 
dards might have made 
a difference in an upstate 
New York limousine crash 
that killed 20 people. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board released the 
recommendations almost 
a year after a Ford Excur¬ 
sion SUV that had been 
modified into a stretch limo 
blew through a T-intersec- 
tion in rural Schoharie and 
slammed into an earthen 
embankment. Ihe crash 
near a popular country 
store on Oct. 6, 2018, killed 
the driver, 17 passengers 
on a birthday outing and 
two pedestrians. 

It was the deadliest trans¬ 
portation disaster in the 
United States in about a 
decade. 

The agency recommend¬ 
ed lap-shoulder belts in 
all seating positions and 
that limousine seating sys¬ 
tems meet minimum crash 
safety performance stan¬ 
dards The recommenda¬ 
tions would apply only to 
new vehicles stretched 
into limousines, not to ex¬ 
isting limousines, the NT5B 
said. The agency also cited 
limousine crashes in Illinois 
and New J ersey in ma king 
the national recommenda¬ 
tions. 

In the New York crash, the 
NT5B found some seats 
separated from their an¬ 
chorage points in the sig¬ 
nificantly modified vehicle, 
which included side-fac¬ 
ing seats None of the 17 
passengers appeared to 


be wearing a seat belt at 
the time of the crash, the 
board said, but the poorly 
designed belts "would not 
have provided adequate 
protection" anyway. The 
driver was wearing his lap 
and shoulder belt and his 
airbag deployed, but the 
NT5B determined the front- 
end crash was not surviv- 
able from the driver'sseat. 
The report said that "inju¬ 
ries to occupants within the 
passenger compartment 
might have been mitigated 
by a combination of ad¬ 
equate seat integrity, well- 
designed passenger lap/ 
shoulder belts, and proper 
seat belt use." 

The vehicle was manufac¬ 
tured as an 8,600-pound 
(3,900-kilogram) SUV and 
was modified into a limou¬ 
sine weighing more than 
13,000 pounds (5,900 kilo¬ 
grams), according to the 
report. Once modified, the 


limousine was not subject 
to some occupant safety 
standards that apply to 
other classes of vehic les. 
"Most of the seats were not 
properly designed to en¬ 
sure occupant protection," 
NT5B Chairman Robert L 
Sumwalt said in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated 
Press. 

Prosecutors in New York al¬ 
lege the limo company's 
operator, Nauman Hussain, 
allowed an improperly li¬ 
censed driver to operate 
an "unserviceable" vehi¬ 
cle. J ust weeks before the 
crash, the limo had failed 
a state inspection that ex¬ 
amined such things as the 
chassis, suspension and 
brakes. 

Hussain has pleaded not 
guilty to criminally neg¬ 
ligent homicide, and his 
lawyer has said investiga¬ 
tors rushed to judgment. His 
trial is scheduled for next 


year. 

The NT5B, which investi¬ 
gates crashes and makes 
safety recommendations 
to other federal and state 
agencies, is expected to 
examine the cause of the 
crash in a future report. 

The safety belt and seat 
strength recommendations 
will go to the National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration, which has been re¬ 
luctant to issue new safety 
regulations since President 
Donald Trump took office in 
2017. During his campaign, 
Trump pledged to cutwhat 
he said are unnecessary 
government regulations. 
"While we concur with 
NT5B's recommendations, 
based on the administra¬ 
tion's complete failure 
since day one to issue new 
car safety regulations, it is 
unlikely there will be any 
significant new federal re¬ 
quirements regarding lim¬ 


ousine safety," said Jason 
Levine, executive director 
ofthe CenterforAuto Safe¬ 
ty, a nonprofit advocacy 
group. 

In a statement, the highway 
traffic agency said it wel¬ 
comed the safety board's 
"initial analysis" and "looks 
forward to reviewing the 
full investigation, data, and 
analysis when they are 
complete." 

An NT5B spokesman said 
that when it issues recom¬ 
mendations for safety rules 
before an investigation is 
finished, it does so with the 
hopesthata federal agen¬ 
cy will start on regulations 
quic kly. 

The safety board also rec¬ 
ommended that New York 
transportation officials who 
perform inspections ensure 
that limo seat belts are 
functional. New York of¬ 
ficials said that's already 
standard protocol. 

In addition, the safety 
board recommended that 
the National Umousine As¬ 
sociation promote seatbelt 
use. The trade group said 
a statement said it is pre¬ 
pared to support "prudent 
and consequential safety 
regulations." 

An attorney representing 
the estate of crash victims 
Adam and Abigail Jack- 
son, who wasone offoursis- 
ters killed in the crash, said 
Wednesday that in many 
ways the report raises more 
questions than it answers. 
"Further, the slownessof the 
process keeps these fami¬ 
lies in limbo and does not 
allow them to grieve," said 
Cynthia S. LaFave, "but 
ratherleavesthem with un¬ 
certainty which they must 
deal with while still strug¬ 
gling to go forward without 
their loved ones "□ 


Prosecutor Mexico-to-Oregon ring had $15M in rneth, heroin 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — U S. 

authorities said Wednes¬ 
day they completed drug¬ 
trafficking busts in Oregon 
that involved an interna¬ 
tional network of couriers, 
dealers and stash-house 
operators who smuggled 
methamphetamine, heroin 
and cocaine worth about 
$15 million from Mexico to 
Portland. 


Federal, state and local 
law enforcement conduct¬ 
ed raids and arrested 20 
people, U.S. Attorney Billy 
Williams said. Ten people 
were already in custody in 
the case, and 11, includ¬ 
ing the two suspected top 
leaders, remained at large 
afterbeing indicted. 
Mexican kingpins smug¬ 
gled the drugs to two Or¬ 


egon distributors, who then 
spread it to stash houses, 
dealers, couriers and mon¬ 
ey launderers, authorities 
said. 

The operation "marks one 
of the largest takedowns 
of a drug trafficking orga¬ 
nization in the history ofthe 
District of Oregon," Williams 
said. "The very large quan¬ 
tities of drugs trafficked 


and the possession of fire¬ 
arms will subject many of 
these defendants to very 
long prison sentences_ up 
to life." 

At one point, operatives in 
Portland were filling week¬ 
ly orders from customers 
for more than 75 pounds 
(35 kilograms) of metham¬ 
phetamine and 55 pounds 
(25 kilograms) of heroin, 


he said. "This amounts to 
roughly 600,000 individual 
userdoses," Williams said. 
The organization would 
routinely change the loca¬ 
tion of stash houses, rotate 
vehicles and phones, and 
pay individual couriers to 
take time off if they were 
nearing detection by law 
enforcement, the prosecu¬ 
tor said. □ 
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World War II-era bomber crashes; atleast7 reported dead

WINDSOR LOCKS, Conn. 
(AP) — A World War ll-era 
B-17 bomber with 13 peo¬ 
ple aboard crashed and 
burned at the Hartford 
airport after encounter¬ 
ing mechanical trouble on 
takeoff Wednesday, and 
a state official said at least 
seven were killed, 
the four-engine, propel¬ 
ler-driven plane struggled 
to get into the air and 
slammed into a mainte¬ 
nance shed at Bradley In¬ 
ternational Airport as the 
pilots circled back for a 
landing, officials and wit¬ 
nesses said. 

It had 10 passengers and 
three crew members, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Ihe state official who gave 
the death toll was not au¬ 
thorized to discuss the in¬ 
vestigation and spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 
Connecticut Public Safety 
Commissioner J ames Rov- 
ella said hours after the 
crash that some of those 
on board were severely 
burned, and "the victims 
are very difficult to iden¬ 
tify." 

At least six people were 
taken to the hospital, three 
of them critically injured, 
authorities said. One per¬ 
son on the ground wasalso 
hurt. 

The retired, civilian-regis¬ 
tered plane wasassocia ted 
with the Collings Founda¬ 
tion, an educational group 
that brought its Wings of 
Freedom vintage aircraft 
display to the airport this 
week, officia Is said. 

The vintage bomber_ also 
known as a Flying Fortress, 


one ofthe most celebrated 
allied planes of World War 
II _ was used to take history 
buffs and aircraft enthusi¬ 
asts on short flights, during 
which they could get up 
and walk around the loud 
and windy interior. 

"Right now my heart re¬ 
ally goes out to the fa mi- 
lies who are waiting," Gov. 
Ned Lamontsaid. "And we 
are going to give them the 
best information we can as 
soon aswe can in an hon¬ 
estway." 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board sent a team 
to investigate the cause of 
the crash. 

The plane was a few min¬ 
utes into the flight when the 
pilots reported a problem 
and said it was not gain¬ 
ing altitude, officiaIssaid. It 
lost control upon touching 
down and struck the shed 
just before 10 a.m. 

The airport _ New Eng¬ 
land's second-busiest 
was closed afterward but 
reopened a single runway 
a bout 3V2 hours later. 

Flight records from FlightA- 
ware shows the plane had 
traveled about 8 miles (13 
kilometers) and reached 
an altitude of 800 feet (244 
meters). 

In recordings of audio trans¬ 
missions, the pilot told an 
a ir traffic controller that he 
needed to return to the air¬ 
port and land immediately. 
Asked why, he said: "Num¬ 
ber four engine, we'd like 
to return and blow it out." 
Brian Hamer, of Norton, 
Massachusetts, said he was 
less than a mile away when 
he saw a B-17, "which you 
don't normally see," fly di¬ 
rectly overhead, apparent¬ 
ly trying without success to 


gain altitude. 

One of the engines be¬ 
gan to sputter, and smoke 
came out the back, Ham¬ 
er said. The plane made 
a wide turn and headed 
back toward the airport, 
he said. 

"Then we heard aII the rum¬ 
bling and the thunder, and 
all the smoke comes up, 
and we kind of figured it 
wasn'tgood," Hamersaid. 
Antonio Arreguin, who had 
parked at a construction 
site nearthe airport, said he 
did not see the plane but 
heard the explosion and 
could feel the heat from 
"this big ball of orange fire" 
about 250 yards a way. 

The same plane also 
crashed in 1987 at an air 


show near Pittsburgh, in¬ 
juring several people, the 
Collings Foundation said. 
Hit by a severe crosswind 
as it touched down, the 
bomber overshot a runway 
and plunged down a hill. It 
was later repaired. 

The crash reduces to nine 
the number of B-17s active¬ 
ly flying, said Rob Bardua, 
spokesman for the Nation¬ 
al Museum of the U.S. Air 
Force, nearDayton, Ohio. 
Boeing-built B-17 Flying For- 
tresses_ 74 feet (23 meters) 
long, with a wingspan of 
104 feet (32 meters) _ were 
used in daylight bombing 
raids a gainst Germany dur¬ 
ing the war. The missions 
were extremely risky, with 
high casualty rates, but 


helped break the Nazis' in¬ 
dustrial war machine. 

The B-17 that went down 
was built in 1945, too late 
to see combat in the war, 
according to the Collings 
Foundation. 

It served in a rescue squad¬ 
ron and a military airtrans¬ 
port service before being 
subjected to the effects of 
three nuclear explosions 
during testing, the founda¬ 
tion said. It was la ter sold as 
scrap and eventually was 
restored. The foundation 
bought it in 1986. 

"This is kind of shocking. 
It's a loss to lose a B-17," 
said Hamer, whose father 
served in the Air Force. "I 
mean, there aren't very 
many of those left."Q

The new proposals focus 
on maintaining an open 
border between the U.K.'s 
Northern Ireland and EU 
member Ireland _ the key 
sticking point to a Brexit 
deal. The U.K. proposes to 
do that by keeping North¬ 
ern Ireland closely aligned 
to EU rules for trade in 
goods, possibly for an ex¬ 
tended period. 

The proposals, and John¬ 
son's letter, were concilia¬ 
tory, despite having been 
billed by Johnson's office 
asa take-it-or-leave it "final 
offer." 

Instead, Johnson used a 
speech to his Conservative 
Party to implore the bloc, 
and Britons, to end more 
tha n three yea rs of a c rimo- 
nious wrangling over the 
terms of the U.K.'s exit from 
the EU. 

"Let'sget Brexit done," was 
the repeated refrain to del¬ 
egates at the conference 
in Manchester, northwest 
Eng la nd. 

British voters in 2016 na rrow- 


ly chose to leave the EU but 
the country re mains dee ply 
divided over how to do it. 
In his speech, J ohnson said 
people who voted forBrexit 
"are beginning to feel that 
they are being taken for 
fools."He warned of "grave 
consequences for trust in 
our democracy" if Britain 
did not leave the EU on the 
scheduled date of Oct. 31. 
He said the government 
was offering "constructive 
and reasonable proposals" 
to the EU. 

The plan is "a compromise 
by the U.K. And I hope very 
much that our friends un¬ 
derstand thatand compro¬ 
mise in their turn," J ohnson 
said. 

But the plan is likely to face 
deep skepticism from EU 
leaders, who will need to 
be convinced the U.K. has 
a workable proposal to 
avoid checks on goods or 
people crossing the Irish 
border. 

A Brexit agreement be¬ 
tween the EU and John¬ 
son's predecessor, Theresa 


May, was rejected by the 
U.K. Parliament, largely be¬ 
cause of opposition to the 
"backstop," an insurance 
policy designed to ensure 
there is no return to customs 
posts or other infrastructure 
on the Irish border. 

An open border underpins 
both the local economy 
and Northern Ireland's 
peace process. But John¬ 
son and other British Brexit 
supporters oppose the 
backstop because itwould 
keep the U.K. tightly bound 
to EU trade rules in orderto 
avoid customs checks — 
limiting the country's ability 
to strike new trade deals 
around the world. 

Johnson insisted that "we 
will under no circumstanc¬ 
es have checks at or near 
the border in Northern Ire¬ 
land." 

The British proposal involves 
"an all-island regulatory 
zone on the island of Ire¬ 
land, covering all goods 
including agrifood." That 
would keep Northern Ire¬ 
land in a regulatory zone 
with the EU for food, agri¬ 
cultural and industrial prod¬ 
ucts, removing the need for 
checks. 

The U.K. proposal does not 
put a time limit on that sta¬ 
tus, though it would have 
to be renewed every four 
years by the Northern Ire¬ 
land Assembly. However, 
that assembly has been 
suspended for more than 
two years by a dispute 
between the main Union¬ 
ist and Nationalist power¬ 
sharing parties. 

Underthe pla n there would 
still need to be customs 
checks, but Johnson sug¬ 
gested they could be car¬ 
ried out away from the bor¬ 
der at "other points on the 
supply chain." 

The Irish government said 
Prime MinisterLeo Varadkar 
spoke to J ohnson by phone 
on Wednesday. It said that 


while 'the proposals do not 
fully meet the agreed ob¬ 
jectives of the backstop," 
Varadkar would "study 
them in furtherdetail." 
Johnson has vowed that 
Britain will leave on Oct. 
31, with or without a Brexit 
deal. 

In Wednesday's speech 
he repeated his conten¬ 
tion that the U.K. can han¬ 
dle any bumps that come 
from tumbling out of the 
bloc without a deal, which 
would mean the instant im¬ 
position of customs checks 
and other barriers between 
Britain and the EU, its big¬ 
gest trading partner. 

A no-deal Brexit is "not an 
outcome we want... (but) 
it is an outcome for which 
we are ready,"he said. 

But the U.K. government 
and businesses both say 
the disruptions would be 
substantial, with the flow of 
goods coming into Britain 
through the majorChannel 
port of Dovercutin half. 
Many lawmakers want to 
prevent a no-deal exit, and 
have passed a law that 
compels the government 
to seek a delay to Brexit 
if it can't get an agree¬ 
ment with the EU by Oct. 
19. Johnson says he won't 
do that _ although he also 
insists he will obey the law. 
He has not explained how 
doing both will be possible. 
Johnson also suffered a 
major setback when the 
U.K. Supreme Court ruled 
last week that his attempt 
to shut down Parliament 
forfive weeks was unlawful 
because it had the effect 
of frustrating Parliament's 
ability to scrutinize the gov¬ 
ernment's Brexit plan. 

The British government 
said Wednesday it will ask 
Queen Elizabeth II to sus¬ 
pend Parliament again 
next week _ but just for 
a few days ahead of a 
speech on Oct. 14 laying 


out the administration's 
plans. A short suspension of 
that kind is routine and usu¬ 
ally happens a bout once a 
year. 

J ohnson, who hashad a tu¬ 
multuous 70 days in office, 
is eager to refocus atten¬ 
tion away from Brexit. On 
Wednesday he delivered 
a speech peppered with 
puns, grand claims about 
Britain's greatness and 
jokes at the expense of his 
opponents _ chiefly left- 
wing Labour Party leader 
Jeremy Corbyn, whom he 
dubbed a "communistcos- 
monaut." 

It was also, pointedly, a 
pre-election speech, with 
a grab-bag of promises: 
more money for hospitals 
and police, unspecified tax 
cuts, greener buses and 
faster internet access. 

The brash Brexit champion 
is popular with many Con¬ 
servatives, who welcome 
his energy and optimism 
after three years of Brexit 
gridlock under May. Some, 
though, have qualms 
a bout his persona I conduct 
and his divisive tactics, 
which include using words 
like "surrender" and "be¬ 
trayal" about opponents of 
Brexit. 

He has been dogged by 
allegations that he hand¬ 
ed out perks to a female 
friend's business while he 
was mayor of London and 
groped the thigh of a fe¬ 
male journalist at a lunch 
two decadesago.J ohnson 
denies impropriety in both 
cases. 

The claims have not dent¬ 
ed his popularity among 
many Conservatives 
"We don't need Saint Bo¬ 
ris, thank you," said Jean 
Chesworth, a delegate 
from Newcastle-under- 
Lyme in central England. 
"We're none of us saints 
We can all look at the skel¬

JERUSALEM (AP) — Prose¬ 
cutors began a pre-indict¬ 
ment hearing forPrime Min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu 
on Wednesday, opening a 
critical stage in a lengthy 
legal saga that threatens 
to end the career of the 
long-serving Israeli leader 
and has paralyzed the 
country's political system. 
Netanyahu's lawyers sat 
down with Attorney Gener¬ 
al Avichai Mandelblitforll 
hours of discussions that will 
determine whether crimi¬ 
nal charges will be pressed 
against the prime minister 
in a series of corruption 
cases. If formal charges 
are filed, Netanyahu, who 
denies any wrongdoing, 
could come under heavy 
pressure to step down. 
Mandelblit already has 
recommended that Netan¬ 
yahu be indicted on fraud, 
breach of trust and bribery 
charges in three cases Un¬ 
der Israeli law, Netanyahu 
is entitled to plead his case 
at a hearing in a last-ditch 
attempt to persuade pros¬ 
ecutors to drop theircase. 
Netanyahu did not appear 
at Wednesday's hearing, 
sending instead a high- 
powered 10-member legal 
team. As they entered the 
Israeli Justice Ministry, his 
lawyers ruled out a plea 
bargain and expressed 
confidence thatthe chang- 
eswould be dropped. 

'We are going to present 
not only the evidence ev¬ 
eryone is a ware of but also 
new evidence. We are 
sure that once we present 
our findings there will be 
no choice but to close the 
case," Netanyahu attorney 
Amit Haddad said. 

After Wednesday's mara¬ 
thon session ended, Netan¬ 
yahu's lawyers told report¬ 
ers they were confident 
they would be able to re¬ 
fute all charges. 
Throughoutthe day, Netan¬ 
yahu took to social media 
to make the case for his in¬ 
nocence, defiantly pledg¬ 
ing that the case against 
him would "fall apart." 
Netanyahu's legal woes lie 
at the heart of a deadlock 
that has left the country 
with a caretaker govern¬ 
ment. In national elections 


last month, neither Netan¬ 
yahu norhischief challeng¬ 
er, Benny Gantz, secured 
the required parliamentary 
majority to form a new gov¬ 
ernment. 

Both men have expressed 
support for a unity govern¬ 
ment as a way out of the 
deadlock. But they remain 
far apart on who should 
lead it and what smaller 
parties would join them. 
Gantz and his centrist Blue 
and White Party have so far 
rejected a partnership with 
Netanyahu, citing his legal 
woes. A failure to reach a 
deal could trigger an un¬ 
precedented third election 
in less than a year. 
Netanyahu is desperate to 
stay on as prime minister, a 
post he can use asa pulpit 
as he tries to fend off any 
charges Israeli law requires 
Cabinet ministers to step 
down if charged with a 
crime. But the law is vague 
for sitting prime ministers, 
meaning he could theo¬ 
retically remain in the post 
if he is indicted, though he 
would likely face calls to 
step aside. 

For this reason, his oppo- 
nentsaccuse him of stalling 
in unity talks and pushing 
for another election, which 
would allow Netanyahu to 
remain as prime minister 
for at least another three 
months Late Tuesday, 
Gantz abruptly called off a 
planned meeting with Ne¬ 
tanyahu. 

"One man is holding the 
country hostage," said 
YairLapid, a top Blue and 
White leader. "One man is 
doing everything to lead us 
to elections: Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu." 

Ihe a negations a gainst Ne¬ 
tanyahu include suspicions 
that he accepted hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars of champagne and ci¬ 
gars from billionaire friends, 
offered to trade favorswith 
a newspaperpublisherand 
used his influence to help a 
wealthy telecom magnate 
in exchange for favorable 
coverage on a popular 
news site. 

Netanyahu has called the 
allegations part of a witch 
hunt, lashing out against 
the media, police, prosecu¬ 
tors and the justice system. 
In last month's election, he 


fell short of mustering a par¬ 
liamentary majority in favor 
of granting him immunity 
from prosecution. 

The hearing is expected to 
last at least four days, and 
it could take weeks for the 
attorney general to render 
his final decision. However, 
legal experts say the likeli¬ 
hood of an indictment is 
high, given the mountains 
of evidence collected by 
police over years of inves¬ 
tigations and the prosecu¬ 
tion's seeming consensus 
of pursuing a trial. 

Israel's president, Reuven 
Rivlin, is responsible for des¬ 
ignating a politician to try 
to form a coalition, and 
last week, he selected Ne¬ 
tanyahu, believing he had 
the best chance of suc¬ 
cess. Netanyahu has up to 
six weeks to do so, but he 


has indicated he will give 
up before then if he feels 
he can't reach a deal with 
Gantz. Gantz would likely 
be given a chance to form 
his own coalition, though 
his odds of sue cess appear 


slim. There are deep divi¬ 
sions among Gantz's po¬ 
tential coalition allies, and 
Netanyahu's Ukud party 
has so far rejected his de¬ 
mand to have Netanyahu 
replaced asparty leader.Q 
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ftotesfe esc a late in Iraq: 9 dead, hundreds wounded

BAGHDAD (AP) — At least 
seven people were killed 
and dozens were wound¬ 
ed in clashes that spread 
across several Iraqi prov- 
inceson Wednesday asse- 
curity forces fired live am¬ 
munition and tear gas for 
the second day to disperse 
anti-govemment protesters 
demanding jobs, improved 
services and an end to cor¬ 
ruption. 

The deaths brought the 
overall number of protest¬ 
ers killed in two days of vio¬ 
lence to nine. Protests on 
Tuesday had left two dead 
_ one in Baghdad and an¬ 
other in the city of Nasiriyah 
_and over200wounded. 
Ihe renewed clashes oc¬ 
curred despite a massive 
security dragnet mounted 
by the government in an 
effort to quash the eco¬ 
nomically-driven protests. 
Hundredsof heavily armed 
security forces and riot po¬ 
lice deployed on Baghdad 
streets, blocking all inter¬ 
sections leading to a major 
central square Wednes¬ 
day to prevent a repeat of 
Tuesday's protests. Parked 
armored personnel earners 
and SUVsstood guard and 
by mid-afternoon, residents 
said authorities had shut 
down social media plat¬ 
forms such as Facebook, 
Twitterand WhatsApp. 
Groupsof protesters contin¬ 
ued to take to the streets, 
some of them calling for 
toppling the government. 
Ihick black smoke hung 
over the city as demon¬ 
strators set fire to tires and 
garbage containers. Bursts 
of heavy gunfire could be 
heard intermittently. At 
night, protesters closed the 
road leading to Baghdad's 
airportwith roadblocksand 
burning tires, keeping the 
way into the city open for 
a niva Is. 

Ihe confrontations quickly 
spread to at least seven 
other provinces in the 
country, with an estimated 
3,000 demonstrators tak¬ 
ing to the streets in the 
southern city of Basra in a 
largely peaceful protest on 
Wednesday evening. Pro¬ 
tests and clashes were also 
reported in Najaf, Nasiri- 
ya h, Wa set, Diwa niya h a nd 
in other places.

Ihe violence was some of 
the worst between pro¬ 
testers and security forces 
in Iraq, signaling that the 
war-weary country could 
be facing a new round of 
political instability. Iraq has 
been caught in the middle 
of U.S.-lran tensions in the 
Middle East, putting an ad- 
d itio na I stra in o n the fra g ile 
government in Baghdad 
that hosts thousands of U.S. 
troops and powerful para¬ 
military forces allied with 
Iran. 

Ihe U.S. Embassy in Bagh¬ 
dad called for restraint 
from all sides. "The right to 
demonstrate peacefully is 
a fundamental right in all 
democracies, but there is 
no place for violence in 
demonstrations from any 
side," it posted on Twitter. 
Ihe protests, organized on 
social media, started in 
Tahrir Square on Tuesday, 
initially driven by economy 
woes. Ihey began peace¬ 
fully, calling for an end to 
corruption, improved basic 
services and more jobs. But 
they soon turned violent 
after security forces fought 
back demonstrators with 
water cannons, tear gas 
and live ammunition. 
Protesters responded by 
calling for toppling the 
government, throwing 
stones at security forces 
and setting tires and trash 
containers on fire. At least 
two protesters were killed 


and more than 200 were 
wounded. 

A few dozen protesters 
tried to reach Tahrir Square 
again on Wednesday 
morning but were met with 
scores of riot police who 
formed a human barrier 
and soldiers who blocked 
roads, sometimes with 
barbed wire. Security forc- 
esagain fired teargasand 
live ammunition into the air 
to disperse the protesters, 
chasing them away, ac¬ 
cording to officials. 
Saadoun Street, a major 
commercial thoroughfare 
leading to Tahrir Square, 
was deserted and all the 
shopsand restaurants were 
closed. Smoke could be 
seen near Tahrir and inter¬ 
mittent gunfire could be 
heard, as well as ambu¬ 
lance sirens. 

"Ihey have transformed 
Tahrir Square into Tahrir bar¬ 
racks," said Hussein Saleh, 
24. "There are more security 
forces than there are pro¬ 
testers," he added, stand¬ 
ing with a small placard 
that read: "I am protesting 
to take my rights." 

Security and medical of¬ 
ficials said three protest¬ 
ers were killed in Baghdad 
Wednesdayand fourin Na- 
siriya h, a bout 200 miles (320 
kilometers) southeast of the 
capital. All officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
in line with regulations. In 
7b a fare niya h, a 10-year- 


old girlwasalso killed when 
she washit by a carspeed¬ 
ing away from a check¬ 
point a mid protests. 

Security officials said au¬ 
thorities imposed a curfew 
in several southern Iraqi 
cities including Nasiriyah, 
Amara and Hilla after pro¬ 
testers attacked govern¬ 
ment buildings there. They 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity in line with regula¬ 
tions 

NetBlocks, which monitors 
cybersecurity and internet 
governance, reported that 
Internet access was cut off 
across much of Iraq and 
socialand messaging apps 
blocked amid the growing 
unrest. 

The protests are the most 
serious challenge to Prime 
Minister Adel Abdul-Mah- 
di's nearly year-old gov¬ 
ernment. The premier held 
a national security emer¬ 
gency meeting Wednes¬ 
day. His office la ter said the 
meeting denounced the 
violence that accompa¬ 
nied the protests and said 
measures will be taken to 
protect citizens and public 
property and that the gov¬ 
ernment will spare no effort 
to fulfill the demands of the 
protesters. 

Earlier in the morning, mu¬ 
nicipal workers were spray¬ 
ing TahrirSquare with water 
while bulldozers removed 
debris from Tuesday's dem¬ 
onstrations A bridge that 


leads from the square to 
Baghdad's fortified Green 
Tone — home to govern¬ 
ment offices and foreign 
embassies— wasclosed. 
Activists drove around in 
a car, distributing water 
to protesters and soldiers 
alike. 

"We are not against you, 
you are our brothers," one 
activist told a soldier as he 
offered him a cold bottle of 
water. 

In Safaraniya, southeast 
of Baghdad, at least five 
people were treated for 
breathing difficulties af¬ 
terpolice used tear gas to 
break up a small protest. 
Police also used tear gas 
in al-Shaab, north of the 
Iraqi capital. Security offi¬ 
cials said five people were 
arrested in al-Shaab and 
three in Safaraniya. 

The protests appear to be 
spontaneous and without 
political leadership, orga¬ 
nized by people on social 
media against corruption 
and lack of basic services, 
such as electricity and wa¬ 
ter. 

Dozens of university gradu¬ 
ates unable to find jobs in 
the corruption-plagued but 
oil-rich country also joined 
the rallies. Politicians de¬ 
nounced the violence and 
at least one, influential Shi¬ 
ite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr, 
called foran investigation. 
Iraq's interior and health 
ministries issued a joint 
statement saying one per¬ 
son was killed in Baghdad 
on Tuesday and 200 were 
wounded, including 40 
members of the security 
forces. 

The statement said authori¬ 
ties "regretted 11 the violence 
that accompanied the 
protests, blaming "a group 
of rioters" for inciting vio¬ 
lence. 

The U.N. secretary-gener¬ 
al's special representative 
for Iraq, Jeanine Hennis- 
Plasschaert, expressed 
"grave concern" over the 
violence atthe demonstra¬ 
tions in Baghdad and else¬ 
where. 

"Every individual has the 
right to speak freely, in 
keeping with the law," she 
said in a statement, urging 
authorities to exercise re¬ 
straint in their handling of 
the protestsO

Britain expresses 
'regret for killing 
Maori 250 years ago

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AP) — The British govern¬ 
ment on Wednesday ex¬ 
pressed "regret" that British 
explorers killed some of the 
first indigenous Maori they 
met 250 years ago, but 
stopped short of issuing a 
full apology. 

British High Commission¬ 
er Laura Clarke met with 
Maori tribal leaders in the 
town of Gisborne as New 
Zealand marked the anni¬ 
versary of Captain James 
Cook and the crew of his 
ship Endeavour arriving in 
1769. 

Clarke's words held historic 
significance but fell short of 
the full apology that some 
had sought from the British 
royal family. 

Soon after Cook and his 
crew arrived, the sailors 
feared they were under 
attack after encountering 
Maori armed with weap¬ 
ons. 

But many scholars now be¬ 
lieve Maori were likely only 
issuing a ceremonial chal¬ 
lenge. 

"The sailors shot and killed 


an important leader, Te 
Maro, and over the follow¬ 
ing days killed eight more 
Maori before a Tahitian 
priest managed to medi¬ 
ate between the sides. 

The British High Commission 
said the exact wording of 
Clarke's speech to Maori 
leaders would remain pri¬ 
vate, but that she would 
acknowledge the pain of 
those first encounters and 
extend her sympathy to 
the descendants of those 
killed. 

Britain hasalso been return¬ 
ing some historic artifacts 
taken by Cook's crew, in¬ 
cluding canoe paddles. 

In a Facebook video, the 
Maori "iwi"ortribe Rongow- 
hakaata described that first 
encounter in blunt terms: 
"After only being here for 
two hours, Cook and his 
crew had trespassed, ter¬ 
rorized, killed and stolen 
from us,"a narratorsays. 
The high commission was 
careful to point out that 
Wednesday's expression of 
regret came from the British 
government and not from 
the British monarch, Queen 
Elizabeth !!.□

Philippine official tweets 
Older for new protest vs C hina 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

The Philippine foreign sec¬ 
retary used Twitter to order 
the immediate filing of a 
diplomatic protest against 
China on Wednesday after 
Chinese coast guard ships 
reportedly neared a Philip- 
pine-occupied shoal in the 
disputed South China Sea. 
Foreign Secretary Teodoro 
LocsinJ r., who isaccompa- 
nying Philippine President 
Rodrigo Duterte on a visit 
to Russia, issued the nor¬ 
mally confidential order to 
officials at the Department 
of Foreign Affairs. Relations 
between the Philippines 
and China have vastly 
improved under Duterte, 
but territorial rifts have re¬ 
mained a thomy issue. 

The Philippine military chief 
and other officials have 
reported new activities by 
Chinese coast guard ves¬ 
sels at Second Thomas 
Shoal, where Filipino ma¬ 
rines keep watch aboard a 
long-grounded navy ship. 


China claims almost the 
entire South China Sea, a 
strategic waterway where 
U.S. Navy ships and air¬ 
craft have patrolled forde- 
cades 

Locsin tweeted: "Do I have 
to fly home to file the god¬ 
damned diplomatic pro¬ 
test myself? That's the mili¬ 
tary speaking. Not some 
frig gin' civilian media out¬ 
let. File now!!!" 

There was no immediate 
comment from Chinese 
Embassy officials in Ma¬ 
nila. In the past they have 
claimed Chinese sover¬ 
eignty over the shoal. 

The Asia Maritime Transpar¬ 
ency Initiative, a Washing¬ 
ton-based think tank which 
monitors movements in 
the disputed waters, says 
Chinese coast guard ships 
routinely patrol Second 
Thomas Shoal, the Luconia 
Shoals off Malaysia and 
Scarborough Shoal off the 
northwestern Philippines 
to project a Chinese pres¬ 


ence in key areas which 
Beijing claims but where it 
does not have any perma¬ 
nent facilities 

Chinese coast guard ships 
have guarded Second 
Thomas from a close dis¬ 
tance since 2013 in a quiet 
standoff with a small con¬ 
tingent of Filipino marines 
manning a rusty but still ac¬ 
tively commissioned navy 
ship that Manila deliberate¬ 
ly grounded in 1999 after 
China seized nearby Mis¬ 
chief Reef five years earlier. 
China has demanded 
the Philippines pull out the 
World Warll-era tank land¬ 
ing ship, the BRP Sierra 
Madre, and also warned 
Manila from undertaking 
construction in the area, a 
rich fishing ground. Manila 
has refused to withdraw 
its navy ship and has pro¬

SAN ANTONIO, Venezu¬ 
ela (AP) — Midday is ap¬ 
proaching and the bus ter¬ 
minal in this bordertown is 
in a frenzy. 

Merchantsheading for the 
center of Venezuela hop 
on buses and load them 
with sacks of rice, boxes 
of medicine, cartons of 
toothpaste and even car 
tires that they bought in 
neighboring Colombia. On 
the arrivals side, exhaust¬ 
ed travelers descend from 
buses and make their way 
toward the border, where 
they will shop forfood orget 
their passports stamped to 
leave Venezuela forgood. 
Amid the sc reams of street 
vendorsand the pedestrian 
mayhem, dozens of young 
men with metal carts hustle 
back and forth between 
the bus terminal and the 
border, carrying suitcases 
and merchandise.lheyare 
known as "lomo taxistas" 
_ taxis of the lower back _ 
because they spend much 
of the day hauling around 
heavy loadson theirbacks. 
"I didn't expect to stay 
here, butl had to because I 
didn't have more money to 
continue my journey," said 
Richard Rondon, a lomo 
taxista from central Ven¬ 
ezuela, who arrived in San 


Antonio last year. 

Rondon said he makes 
around $8 a day haul¬ 
ing large sacks of goods 
around the San Antonio 
busteiminal, which isabout 
fourblocksfromthe border. 
It can be backbreaking 
work in extreme tempera¬ 
tures that often climb to 40 
degrees Celsius (104 Fahr¬ 
enheit), but the 26-year-old 
says itis better than staying 
in his home state of Ara- 
gua. 


"Food has become very 
unaffordable there," he 
said. "And it's also hard to 
get a job." 

Food shortages and hy¬ 
perinflation in Venezuela 
are pushing thousands of 
people to leave the coun¬ 
try each day in search of a 
better life. 

But many who have little 
money to migrate, or pre¬ 
fer to stay closer to home, 
are settling in border towns 
like San Antonio, where the 


informal economy of black 
market goods and street 
vending provide them with 
some work opportunities. 
San Antonio's mayor, Wil¬ 
liam Gomez, says that 
over the past two years, 
the town's population 
has grown from 66,000 to 
113,000 due to the wave of 
internal migration. He says 
the lomo taxistas a re one of 
several informal occupa- 
tionsthat have popped up 
as more people arrive from 


the interior of Venezuela. 
"These are hard-working 
young men," said Gomez, 
who isfromthe Venezuela's 
governing socialist party. 
"With this type of work, they 
are finding some relief from 
the economic blockade 
that has been imposed on 
Venezuela." 

At the bus terminal, Ron¬ 
don blames Venezuela's 
government and its eco¬ 
nomic policies for the 
country's problems, saying 
that something "needs to 
change" so children don't 
have to face such hard¬ 
ships. 

He lives with his two small 
children and his pregnant 
wife in a room that the fam¬ 
ily rentsfor$3 a day. Power 
outages are frequent, like 
elsewhere in Venezuela's 
border areas. Running wa¬ 
ter is available only once a 
week. 

"It's uncomfortable, be¬ 
cause we also have to 
share the bathroom with 
other families," said Francis 
Sosa, Rondon's 20-year- 
old wife. "But here we can 
eat well. We had our own 
home in Aragua but it was 
tough to find food there." 
Rondon works every day 
from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. to 
earn enough to pay the 
rent, afford some food and 
have some money left over

Argentina Holocaust museum takes custody over Nazi artifacts

BUENOS AIRES Argentina 
(AP) — The Museum of the 
Holocaust in Argentina's 
capital on Wednesday 


took custody of the largest 
collection of Nazi artifacts 
discovered in the country's 
history. 

Federal police and Inter¬ 


pol agents found the more 
than 70 Nazi objects hid¬ 
den behind a bookcase in 
a collector's home north 
of Buenos Aires in 2017 as 
part of an investigation into 
a rtwo rks of illic it o rig ins. The 
Nazi items include busts of 
Adolf Hitler, an instrument 
to measure people'sheads 
to supposedly determine 
their racial purity and stat¬ 
ues of the Nazi eagle with 
a swastika underitstaIons. 
Owning Nazi objects in Ar¬ 
gentina can be illegal if it is 
determined that the items 
incite racial or religious 
hate in public, although 
they can be allowed in pri¬ 
vate. It has not been deter¬ 
mined if the collector vio¬ 
lated the anti-discrimina¬ 
tion law, although he has 
been charged with owning 


piecesof illegal origin. 
Agentswith Interpol began 
following the collector and 
with a judicial orderraided 
the house on J une 8, 2017. 
A large bookshelf caught 
their attention and behind 
it agents found a hidden 
passageway to a room 
filled with Nazi imagery. 
Argentine and German 
experts say most of the ob¬ 
jects are original. They also 
include toys that authori¬ 
ties have said would have 
been used to indoctrinate 
children, a Nazi hourglass 
and a box of swastika-em¬ 
blazoned harmonicas. The 
collection also includes a 
photo negative of Hitler 
holding a magnifying glass 
similar to those found in the 
boxes. 

The main hypothesis 


among investigators and 
members of Argentina's 
Jewish community is that 
the items were brought in 
by Nazis after World War II, 
when the South American 
country became a refuge 
for some of the most infa¬ 
mous war criminals. 

The objects will remain in 
custody at the Museum of 
the Holocaust while the in¬ 
vestigation continues. 

The museum's president, 
Marcelo Mindlin, said 
Wednesday that the items 
encouraged "hate, death 
and destruction." He said 
they will become part of 
an exhibit "in the service 
of transmitting democratic 
values, education and the 
fight for memory so trage¬ 
dies like the Holocaust are 
not repeated.’O

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Koepka has 
work done 
on left knee 
in offseason 

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Brooks 
Koepka spent the major¬ 
ity of his short offseason 
recovering from stem cell 
treatment on his left knee. 
Koepka returns to compe¬ 
tition this week in the Shri- 
ners Hospitals for Children 
Open,giving LasVegasthe 
No. 1 player in the world 
for the first time since Greg 
Norman in 1988 when the 
tournament was played in 
the spring. 

He said after his pro-am 
round Wednesday that he 
had the stem cell treat¬ 
ment on his patella on 
Aug. 25, the day after the 
PGA Tour season ended 
at the Tour Championship. 
He said he was limping for 
a few days because the 
treatment was painful, but 
he was excited about final¬ 
ly feeling whole. 

The treatment followed a 
year in which Koepka won 
three times, including the 
PGA Championship for his 
fourth major and his first 
World Golf Championships 
title. 

"My knee wasbugging me 
from about March on," Ko¬ 
epka said, adding thatthe 
final four months were a 
"struggle." 

That makes him the third 
player from the top 10 in 
the world to have work 
done on his knee dur¬ 
ing the offseason, joining 
Dustin Johnson and Tiger 
Woods None wastoo seri¬ 
ous, as Woods plans to re¬ 
turn in three weeks at the 
new tournament in Japan. 
Johnson is likely to return 
at the Hero World Chal¬ 
lenge in the Bahamas the 
first week of December, 
followed by the Presidents 
Cup in Australia. 

Koepka never talked 
about injury during the 
season.

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Sprinter wins for Britain and college starlakes hurdles

DOHA, Qatar (AP) — Most 
of the prime contenders 
in the women's 200 had 
dropped out before the 
race even began. In the 
men's 110 hurdles, the fa¬ 
vorites waited to start tum¬ 
bling until they neared the 
finish line. 

Two gold medals. Two ways 
to win them. 

Dina Asher-Smith took the 
easier road Wednesday 
to become Britain's first 
female sprint world cham¬ 
pion, while Grant Hollo¬ 
way outran the demolition 
derby to his left to become 
only the sixth man to cap¬ 
ture NCAA and world titles 
in the sa me yea r. 

"Those barriers don't care 
about your body," Hollo¬ 
way said. "Ihey're there to 
slow you down. Ourgoal is 
to go full-fledged over all 
10 of them." 

Some of the biggest hur¬ 
dles facing Asher-Smith on 
herquestto make history in 
her home country had dis¬ 
appeared before her race 
even began. Ihe 200 field 
was missing 100 champion 


Shelly-Ann Fraser-Pryce 
(tired), two-time defend¬ 
ing champion Dafne Sc flip¬ 
pers (injured), Olympic titlist 
Elaine Thompson (injured), 
and the 2019 world leader, 
Shaunae Miller-Uibo (run¬ 
ning the 400), just to name 
a few. 

When the eight-woman 
final was finally set, Asher- 
Smith found herself listed 
as a 1-10 favorite at some 
of the sports books back 
home, where they always 
pay close attention to their 
tra c k sta rs. 

All of which made this feel 
like anything but a breeze. 
"Normally I'm quite chatty 
and full of energy, but it's 
a different thing with ev¬ 
eryone saying you're the 
favorite," she said. "You're 
only the favorite if you go 
out and perform how peo¬ 
ple expect you to." 

Using her trademark fast 
start, Asher-Smith blasted 
out of the blocks in Lane 7 
and was moving past the 
outside runners and into 
a three-step lead at the 
150-meter mark. The rest 


was just a matter of time. 
Asher-Smith's 21.88 _ good 
for a .34-second margin 
over America's Brittany 
Brown _ established a Brit¬ 
ish national record, just as 
her 10.83 did three nights 
earlier in the 100, when she 
finished second to Fraser- 
Pryce. 

Asher-Smith joined Unford 
Christie (1993) as only the 
second British runner to win 
a sprintatworld champion¬ 
ships. 

How big a deal was this? 
Well, it actually got loud 
for a minute after Asher- 
Smith crossed the finish line 
at the half-full Khalifa In¬ 
ternational Stadium. A few 
pockets in the British con¬ 
tingent waved the Union 
Jack, clanged cowbells 
and went crazy in the air- 
conditioned venue that 
had sounded more like 
a library only minutes be¬ 
fore, while Poland's Pawel 
Fajdek was wrap ping up his 
fourth straight world ham- 
merthrow gold. 

It will certainly be louder a 
yearfrom now at the Tokyo 


Olympics, where expecta- 
tionswill be higher, and the 
field will almost certainly be 
deeper. Asher-Smith is al¬ 
ready looking ahead. 

"Still getting stronger, still 
learning a lot more physi¬ 
cally and mentally," she 
said. "So, hopefully, there's 
a lot more to come." 

If Asher-Smith's race was 
expected, then Holloway's 
victory was... NASCAR? 
While Holloway wasin Lane 
6vying forthe lead with Ser¬ 
gey Shubenkov, defending 
champion Omar McLeod 
was barreling down Lane 
4 with his necklace in his 
mouth, racing next to 2016 
Olympic silver medalist Or¬ 
lando Ortega. 

McLeod clipped the eighth 
barrier, then the ninth, then 
completely bit it after the 
10th. But as he was war¬ 
bling, his a rm fla iled in front 
of Ortega, who was clos¬ 
ing in Lane 5, and slowed 
down the Spaniard's late 
charge to keep him out of 
the medals. 

Early on Thursday morning, 
Spain filed an appeal, ask¬ 


ing fora re-run of the race, 
orforOrtega to be allowed 
to compete alone to see 
where his time would place 
him_orforhimto receive a 
bronze medal. 

A few hours later, the jury 
said Ortega had been im¬ 
peded but denied the ap¬ 
peal nonetheless. The es¬ 
sence of their reasoning: 
Hurdlesisa contactsport. 

"I feel very, very sorry 
for Ortega, because he 
could've won a medal," 
McLeod said. "But that's 
life." 

And life couldn't be much 
better for Holloway, who 
looked semi-shocked when 
he crossed the line ahead 
of Shubenkov, then did 
what any good University 
of Florida athlete would do: 
the Gatorchomp. 

Holloway joined, among 
others, triple jumper Chris¬ 
tian Taylor and 400-meter 
Olympic champion Kirani 
James as winners of the 
NCAA-worids double. 

None had been in a race 
like this. 

"I didn't see it but I heard a 
lot of them _ bang, boom, 
boom," bronze medalist 
Pascal Martinot-Lagarde 
said. "I just stayed on my 
line and ran my race." 

So did Holloway, who still 
had the American flag 
draped around his neck 
two hoursafterthe race. 

He was a two-sport star in 
high school, and could've 
just as easily have played 
football as run track. 

"Mycoachesbroke itdown 
to me very simply: 'Do you 
want to be in the NFL or do 
you want to be an Olym¬ 
pian?' My heart was being 
an Olympian," Holloway 
said. 

Chancesare, he will be. As

WASHINGTON (AP) — Af¬ 
ter all the heartache and 
close calls, all the early ex¬ 
its, maybe it makes sense 
that a 20-year-old kid who 
never had been to the 
postseason, Juan Soto, 
would help the Washington 
Nationals finally advance. 
And maybe, just maybe, it 
makes sense that it would 
be this particular edition of 
the Nationals, a club that 
went from 12 games un¬ 
der .500 in May to playoff 
participant, that demon¬ 
strated the necessary nev- 
er-give-up fortitude when 
things looked bleak. 

Soto delivered a bases- 
loaded single against Mil¬ 
waukee closer Josh Hader 
that scored three runs with 
two outs in the eighth in¬ 
ning, thanks in part to an 
error by rookie outfielder 
Trent Grisham, and the Na¬ 
tionals came back to beat 
the Brewers 4-3 in the NL 
wild-card game Tuesday 
nig ht. 

'We started off horrible, 
as we all know, and we 
vowed that we wouldn't 
quit," Nationals manager 
Dave Martinez said, talking 
about the year as a whole 
but sounding like he could 
have meant this particular 
evening. "I told the boys, 
'I promise you, stay with 
it, don't quit, this will tum 
around.' And it did. And 
here we are today." 

The Nationals carry a nine- 
game winning streak into 
their best-of-five NL Division 
Series against the league- 
best Dodgers. 

Game 1 is Thursday in Los 
Angeles, and some in the 
sellout crowd of 42,993

chanted "Beat LA! Beat LA!" 
as members of the Nation¬ 
als began their celebration 
on the infield with family 
members. 

That included Soto's father 
leaping onto his back and 
tackling him amid the ex¬ 
citement. 

The Nationals, who moved 
to Washington from Mon¬ 
treal before the 2005 sea¬ 
son, had been 0-3 in win¬ 
ner-take-all postseason 
games— all NLDSGame 5 
lossesat home, by a grand 
total of four runs. Indeed, 
eight of their past nine 
playoff losses had been by 
one run apiece. 

This time, it went the other 
way. 

'We've been here a bunch 
of times. Never kind of 
broke through," said Ryan 
Zimmenrian, the Nationals' 
first draft pick back in 2005,

Ryan Callahan figured he 
would visit a specialist and 
lea m ho w to fix the ba c k is¬ 
sues that plagued him last 
season. 

Instead, two doctor visits 
brought the diagnosis of 
degenerative disk disease 
and the end of his playing 
career. Once Callahan 
came to grips with that, 
he decided he would like 
to go into management or 
broadcasting. 

There was one problem: 
Callahan had one year left 
on his contract and can't 
work for a team until it ex¬ 
pires next summer. So the 
34-year-old signed onto be 
an NHL Network analyst this 
season, possibly creating a 
road map for other players 
to follow if injuries cut short 
theiron-ice careers. 

"J ust to stay busy and stay 
in the game is the biggest 
thing," Callahan said. 'To 
go from 100 to 0 just like 
that, it would be tough to 


do mentally. So, forOttawa 
to give me permission to 
do this, I'm thankful for that 
and thankful for the NHL 
for wanting me to do it, as 
well." 

Callahan played a com¬ 
bined 878 regular-season 
and playoff games with 
the New York Rangers and 
Tampa Bay Lightning but 


had his contract traded 
to the Ottawa Senators for 
salary-cap reasons It's simi¬ 
lar to situations with injured 
players Chris Pronger, Da¬ 
vid Clarkson, Marc Savard, 
Mikhail Grabovski, Ryane 
Clowe and Dave Bo Hand, 
whose contracts were 
moved around the league 
after they hung up their 


skates for good. 

When he steps on set for 
the first time on Oct. 16, 
Callahan figures to have 
a harder time compart¬ 
mentalizing what's going 
on with the Lightning than 
his new 'teammates" in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

"I don't know anybody in 
(the Senators) organiza¬ 
tion; I've never played for 
that team," Callahan said. 
"I think what'll be more 
weird is analyzing Tampa 
Bay's games just because 
I know that organization so 
well and I'm good friends 
with a lot of the players on 
the team still." 

Callahan chose to stay in 
hockey without ruffling any 
feathers. It hasn't always 
been so simple for play¬ 
ers whose careers are cut 
short by injury but move on 
quickly to otherjobs. 

The NHL took some criticism 
for hiring Pronger in the de¬ 
partment of player safety 
in 2014 with three years 
remaining on his contract, 


and the menacing defen¬ 
seman was inducted into 
the Hockey Hall of Fame 
before it was over. Pronger 
joined the hockey opera¬ 
tions staff for the Florida 
Panthers once he was no 
longer under contract. 
Savard moved into coach¬ 
ing this year as an assistant 
with the defending Stanley 
Cup champion St. Louis 
Blues. Clowe spenttwo sea¬ 
sons as a New J ersey Devils 
assistant and had a short 
stint as an ECHL coach, 
and Clarkson iscoaching a 
high school team. 
Coaching is not in Calla¬ 
han's plans, which made 
broadcasting the logical 
step. 

"I didn't like that side of 
the game," he said. "It was 
more behind the scenes 
things that I wanted to 
learn more of. Obviously 
I've never done it before. 

I don't know if I would en¬ 
joy it or not enjoy it, but it's 
something that I wanted to 
learn more of. □

Wednesday for the first 
time since being diag¬ 
nosed with mononucleosis 
three weeks ago. He still 
hasn't been cleared for 
physical contact or lifting 
weights, leaving his avail¬ 
ability for New York's game 
at Philadelphia on Sunday 
uncertain. 

"I like our odds better 
than what they've been," 
coach Adam Gase said. 
"Last week, if we would 
have been playing a 
game, I would have said it 
was really low. I like the fact 
that things have looked 
and progressed in the right 
direction. ... There's just 
some gray there still." 
Damold waslisted asa limit¬ 
ed participant at practice, 
but wide receivers Robby 
Anderson and Jamison 
Crowder both gave the 
quarterback positive re¬ 
views. 

"He looked good," Ander¬ 
son said. "He looked com¬ 
fortable. To me, I didn't feel 


like he was a way." 

Added Crowder: "He's 
been out three or four 
weeks, but first day back, 
coming off the bye week, 

I thought today was really 
good." Gase said Damold 
will have additional tests Fri¬ 
day and the team will lean 
on the doctors to deter¬ 
mine whatthe quarterback 
can do physically. The size 
ofthe quarterback'sspleen 
isbeing monitored. Swelling 
ofthe organ is a common 
symptom of mononucleo¬ 
sis Damage to the spleen, 
including a rupture, is a se- 


rious_ and, in some cases, 
life-threatening _ situation, 
so the J etsand Damold are 
being cautious. 

Damold was wearing a 
red no-contact jersey dur¬ 
ing practice, a common 
sight around NFL camps 
forquarterbacks. But, Gase 
doesn't normally have his 
QBswearthem. 

"No one's going to touch 
him today," Gase said. "I 
can promise you that." 
Gase acknowledged that 
the Jets could go as far as 
Sunday morning before de¬ 
termining whether Damold 


will play against the Eagles 
or Luke Falk will make his 
second straight start. Falk 
will also get snaps during 
team drillsthisweek. 
"You've got to get the 
physical repsafterpractice 
with the guys and you've 
got to be locked in men¬ 
tally when (Damold) is get¬ 
ting his reps with the Is," 
Falksaid. "You've gotto be 
ready to roll." 

The team's only other 
healthy qua rterback is Mike 
White, who was signed to 
the practice squad last 
week. 


"Ideally, itwould be nice to 
say, this is what we're do¬ 
ing," Gase said. "That'sjust 
not the situation. We've just 
got to keep talking to the 
doctors every day, keep 
talking with him and we 
have to be prepared to go 
either way." 

Gase spoke to the media 
before practice, so he was 
uncertain at that point as 
to how Damold would look 
during practice _ or how 
much work the quarter¬ 
back would get. 

"I just don't know how it's 
going to go," Gase said. 
"We could go out there 
and plans could change. 
He could take every rep. It 
could go eitherway." 

7h e 22-ye ar-old Damold 
wasdiagnosed with mono¬ 
nucleosis on Sept. 11 and 
has missed two games be¬ 
cause ofthe illness. He re¬ 
cently acknowledged he 
felt a bitunderthe weather 
_ a sign the symptoms we re 
beginning to affect him _ in 
the season-opening loss to 
Buffalo on Sept. 8.

The Luna Rossa, Italy'schal- 
lenger for sailing's most 
prestigious prize, was chris¬ 
tened Wednesday in Ca¬ 
gliari on the Isle of Sardinia. 
The Circolo della Vela Si¬ 
cilia yacht club is the third 
to launch, joining Emirates 
Team New Zfealand and 
the New York Yacht Club's 
American Magic. 

After Monsignor Anigo Mi- 
glio, the archbishop of Ca¬ 
gliari, blessed the boatand 
sprinkled it with holy wa¬ 
ter, fashion scion Miuccia 
Prada smashed a bottle of 
Ferrari Maximum Blanc de 
Blancsoverthe ship's bow, 
setting off a cacophony of 
homsand cheering. 
"Always launching a new 
boat, it is exciting," Pirelli 
CEO Marco Tronchetti Pro- 
vera said. "It's the begin¬ 
ning of a new adventure in 
race, a new era in sailing." 
Italian Prime Minister Gi¬ 
useppe Conte visited with 
the crew and team mem¬ 
bers at the Luna Rossa Pra¬ 
da Pirelli headquarters. 

The Italian team, which 
helped fund the winning 
New Zfealand team in 
2017, pushed for a return 
to mo no hulls for the 2021 
America's Cup, to be held 
in Auckland. Along with 
the Kiwis, they came up 
with a 75-foot foiling mono¬ 
hull. The foiling technology 
shared by the AC75 yachts 


a Hows them to sail at more 
than 50 knots (57 mph, 92 
kph) with the hull out of the 
water, riding on foils 
"These new boats, our 
emotions are excitement," 
Provera said in a telephone 
interview. "Shapes, lines, 
foils _ everything makes it 
quite unique. I think these 
new boats will design a 
new era in the America's 
Cup. It will start a new sto¬ 
ry." The Luna Rossa sports 
a sleek black hull, with a 
red stripe forsponsorPrada 
and a tricolor Italian flag. 
The 500 kg (1,100 pound) 
carbon fiber foil arms that 
figure to be visible out of 
the water when the rac¬ 
ing is at its most intense are 
painted yellow and red for 
Pirelli, which isbetterknown 
in the sporting world as the 
lone tire manufacturer for 
Formula One race cars. 
"We can't wait to get ac¬ 
quainted with the AC 75," 
said Max Sirena, skipper 
and Luna Rossa Prada 
Pirelli team director. "(The) 
boat will sail almost entirely 
in foiling mode: The hull will 
barely touch the water, 
allowing us to reach very

New Zfealand last month 
launched the first of two 
boats it will use to defend 
the Cup against challeng¬ 
ers from the United States, 
Britain and Italy on Auck¬ 
land's Waitemata Harbor 
in March 2021.

Scott Dixon and Will Power 
both declared IndyCar's 
new aeroscreen "ready to 
race" during the first ex¬ 
tensive test session for the 
cockpit protection that will 
debut next season. 

"It'slike a road car," Dixon 
said. "It's just very quiet. I 
can hear my radio, usually I 
can't hearthat. I can hear 
the engine. Ihe protection 
is there. It would be very 
strange taking it off now." 
Ihe aerosc reen developed 
by Red Bull Advanced 
Technologies virtually cov¬ 
ers the open-air cockpit 
with a clear screen an¬ 
chored by and on a titani¬ 
um framework. Its purpose 
is to protect drivers from fly¬ 
ing debris. 

Dixon has been the most in¬ 
volved driver in the devel¬ 
opment of the aerosc reen 
and he tested a prototype 
on a simulator in J uly at the 
Dallara Research Centerin 
Indiana. He joined Power 
on Wednesday at India¬ 
napolis Motor Speedway, 
where the duo had logged 
over 600 miles before a 
break to discuss the prog¬ 
ress. 

"When you have driven it 
fora day, you will fill naked 
without it, because there's 
so much protection there," 
Power said. "I am so happy 
that we have it, it really is 
a huge step in safety. It is 
the best of both worlds in 
that you have a halo and 
a screen." 


IndyCar has been work¬ 
ing on improved cockpit 
safety since 2011 when 
Dan Wheldon died from a 
head injury suffered when 
his car sailed into a fence 
at Las Vegas. The exposed 
cockpit left Wheldon's 
head vulnerable will the 
car hit the fencing. Four 
years later, Justin Wilson 
was killed when a piece of 
debris from a crash ahead 
of him bounced off his hel¬ 
met during a 2015 race at 
Pocono. 

IndyCar has tested various 
windscreen concepts, in¬ 
cluding one by PPG Aero¬ 
space that drivers used in 
tests last year. Although 
the drivers who tested the 
windscreen did not report 
any issues, comprehensive 
testing at PPG's facility in 
Alabama showed more 
work was needed. Indy¬ 
Car was able to take that 
research to give Red Bull 
additional information for 
development of the cur¬ 
rent design. 

In May, IndyCarintroduced 
a debrisdeflectormounted 
at the front of the cockpit. 
The 3-inch titanium deflec¬ 
tor was a temporary solu¬ 
tion for this season as Red 
Bull finished its a erase reen. 
The Red Bull design is a 
polycarbonate laminated 
screen with anti-reflective 
coating on the interior and 
an anti-fogging device 
through a heating ele¬ 
ment.

LONDON (AP) — On their 
first week in class, a group 
of students is playing a 
first-person shooter video 
game in a sleek new digital 
studio. It's their introduction 
to the degree in esports 
they've all enrolled in. 

The group clicking away 
on their mice are at the 
University of Staffordshire, 
one of several U.K. and 
U.S. schools launching pro¬ 
grams aimed at capitaliz¬ 
ing on the booming indus¬ 
try's need for skilled profes¬ 
sionals. 

Ryan Chapman, 18, said his 
parents were "skeptical at 
first" a bout studying esports, 
or competitive multiplayer 
videogaming. 

"But now they understand 
how big the industry is 
growing, the pace it'sgrow- 
ing at. They're now really aII 
for it because it's a great 
industry to start to get into," 
said Chapman, who was 
among the students in the 
lab playing Counter-Strike, 
one of the mostpopulares- 
portsgames 

The University of Stafford¬ 
shire last year launched 
its bachelor's and master's 
esports programs, in which 
students mainly leam mar¬ 
keting and management 
skills tailored to the industry. 


This autumn, it's expand¬ 
ing the program to London 
while other schools a re also 
debuting esports degree 
courses, including Britain's 
Chichester University, Vir¬ 
ginia's Shenandoah Univer¬ 
sity, BeckerCollege in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and The Ohio 
State University. In Asia, 
where esports has seen 
strong growth, schools in 


Singapore and China offer 
courses. 

The global esports market is 
expected to surge to $1.1 
billion this year, up $230 mil¬ 
lion from 2018 on growth in 
sponsorships, merchandise 
and ticket sales, according 
to Newzoo . The research 
firm expects the global es¬ 
ports audience to grow in 
2019 to a bout 454 million as 


fans tune in on livestream- 
ing platforms such asTwitch 
and Microsoft's Mixer. 
Esports tournaments have 
become a cultural phe¬ 
nomenon and now rival 
traditional sports events in 
size and scale. Big compe¬ 
titions are held in arenas 
where thousands of fans 
watch big-name profes¬ 
sional video gamers com¬ 


pete for lucrative prize 
pools 

Esports leagues have fran- 
chisesin North America, Eu¬ 
rope and Asia. The biggest 
names, such as Fortnite su¬ 
perstar Tyler "Ninja" Blevins, 
can earn millions in prize 
money and livestreaming 
deals Esports are even set 
to be a medal event at the 
Southeast Asian Games in 
the Philippines in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Dozens of U.S. colleges 
have offered varsity level 
esports competitions for 
years But some schools 
are taking it a step further 
by adding courses as the 
industry's boom drives de¬ 
mand forprofessionalswho 
know how to, for example, 
organize esports tourna¬ 
ments. 

New niche degrees partly 
highlight the changing 
economy, but they also 
reflect the "need to com¬ 
municate to parents and 
students that there will be 
a job waiting for someone 
once they earn a degree," 
which may include hefty 
tuition fees and student 
loans to pay for them, said 
Joni Finney, director of the

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
high-profile flops, Microsoft 
is getting back into smart¬ 
phones with a dual-screen 
Android device that won't 
be out for another year. 
Microsoft unveiled the Sur¬ 
face Duo a s pa rt of a new 
lineup of Surface comput¬ 
ers. It marks a reversal fora 
company that abandoned 
smartphones following 
lackluster demand for its 
own operating system and 
an ill-fated purchase of 
smartphone maker Nokia. 

"I believe the third time's 
a charm for Microsoft and 
smartphones," said Patrick 
Moorhead, an analyst with 
mo or Insights & Strategy. 

He said Microsoft has had 
a good track record with 
Surface devices, while the 
Duo's novel design offers 
something new at a time 
when phone innovation 


has been slowing down. 
Microsoft says the Duo 
makes phone calls, though 
it stopped short of calling it 
a phone. Though it runsAn- 
draid, the back of the pro¬ 
totype has a Surface logo 
that resembles Windows. 
The company prefers call¬ 


ing the Duo just another 
Surface device. 

Microsoft also announced 
a dual-screen Surface Neo 
tablet, which also won't 
be out until late next year. 
In a blog post, Microsoft 
said other manufactur¬ 
ers including Asus, Dell, HP 


and Lenovo will also make 
dual-screen and foldable 
devices using a variant of 
Windows called 10X. 

Both Surface devices fea¬ 
ture two screens con¬ 
nected with a hinge and 
can fold like laptops. They 
can display separate apps 
side by side or a single 
app stretched across both 
screens. They are techno¬ 
log ic a lly le ss a m b itio us tha n 
foldable phonesfrom Sam¬ 
sung and others, whose 
screens actually bend as 
the devices close. Some of 
those folding phones have 
experienced technical dif¬ 
ficulties 

The Duo is a bout the size of 
a large smartphone when 
folded, with two 5.6-inch 
displays, while the folded 
Neo is similar in size to a 
small tablet such as the 
iPad Mini or an Amazon 
Fire. 


The devices will initially be 
available only for devel¬ 
opers who create and test 
apps Microsoft plans to 
start selling them during the 
2020 holiday season. The 
company offered no de- 
tailson price.

BRUSSELS (AP) — The of¬ 
ficial set to become the 
European Union's employ¬ 
ment chief has no plan to 
create a minimum wage 
that would apply in every 
country of the 28-nation 
bloc. 

Laying out his priorities dur¬ 
ing a hearing by European 
lawmakers, Nicolas Schmit 
said Tuesday he will fight for 
the implementation of min¬ 
imum standards aimed at 
tackling revenue disparities 
across the EU, but insisted 
minimum wages can't be 
the same everywhere. 
Schmit, who has been 
picked to take on the jobs 
portfolio in the next Euro¬ 
pean Commission sched¬ 
uled to take office on Nov. 
1, said "by no means" he 


wants to create "a Euro¬ 
pean frame for minimum 
wages" 

According to the Eurostat 
agency, 22 out of the 28 
memberstateshad nation¬ 
al gross minimum wages 
as of J anuary 2019, rang¬ 
ing from 286 euros ($311) 
in Bulgaria to 2,071 euros 
($2,255) in Luxembourg. 
Monthly minimum wages 
are generally below 600 
euros ($653) in eastern 
countries and above 1,400 
euros ($1,524) in the north¬ 
western nations. 

Schmit also gave guar¬ 
antees to well-off coun¬ 
tries including Sweden 
or Denmark with no mini¬ 
mum wage scheme that 
they would not be forced 
into changing their mod¬ 
el based on collective 
bargaining .□

DETROIT (AP) — General 
Motors offered striking 
union members wage in¬ 
creases or lump-sum pay¬ 
ments in all four years of a 
proposed contract, as bar¬ 
gainers seek a deal to end 
a walkout that's in its third 
week. 

But union bargainers re¬ 
jected the offer because 
it took money from other 
places to fund profit-shar¬ 
ing, and it didn't give tem¬ 
porary workersa clearpath 
to a full-time job, accord¬ 
ing to a person briefed on 
the negotiations 
Still, the offer, made late 
Monday, is likely to be the 
framework for whatever 
agreement is reached to 
end the strike by 49,000 
workers that has halted 
production in the U.S. and 
severely cut output in Mexi¬ 
co and Canada. Both sides 
were still talking Wednes 
day. 

"It's not insulting," Art 
Wheaton, an auto industry 
expert at the Worker Insti¬ 
tute at Cornell University, 
said of the offer. "It's not 
close enough to ideal, but 
they're still talking." 

After GM presented the 
offer, bargainers for the 
United Auto Workers union 
made a counter offer that 
is now the subject of bar¬ 
gaining, according to the 
person, who asked not to 
be identified because de¬ 
tails of the talks a re private. 
But another person briefed 


on the talks said much of 
what the union objected 
to, including proposed 
concessions, has been 
removed or is being bar¬ 
gained. That person said 
health care, a key sticking 
point with union members, 
would remain the same as 
it is now. The person, who 
also didn'twantto be iden¬ 
tified because the talks a re 
confidential, did not know 
the status of other provi¬ 
sions that were being dis¬ 
cussed Wednesday. 

Among the union's big 
problems with the Monday 
offer is a provision requiring 
temporary workers to be 
employed forthree uninter¬ 
rupted years before they 
automatically become full¬ 
time. It's unlikely the work¬ 
ers would not be laid off 
in three years, making it 
almost impossible to reach 


full-time status, the person 
said. Full-time workers on 
the picket lines say they 
want to see temporary 
workers get permanent 
jobs. 

Forworkeiswho were hired 
before 2007, the Monday 
night offer includes 2% rais¬ 
es in 2020 and 2022, a swell 
as a 2% lump sum payment 
in 2019 and 3% in 2021. 
Workers also would get an 
$8,000 ratification bonus, 
and a cap would be lifted 
on profit-sharing. 

Full-time workers hired after 
2007, who now are paid 
less than older workers, 
would get the same prof¬ 
it-sharing and ratification 
bonuses. But they wouldn't 
get pay raises other than 
the steps on the pay scale 
negotiated in the last con¬ 
tract, the first person said of 
the Monday night offer.

Why train your dog with 
food rewards? A growing 
body of research says it's 
the easiest and most effec¬ 
tive way to train. 

"Using treats during train¬ 
ing is the best way to guar¬ 
antee that your dog will 
repeat the behavior you 
want," says the American 
Kennel Club. 

Other methods don't work 
as well, experts say, and 
can even harm your dog 
and the pet-owner rela¬ 
tionship. 

Erica Feuerbacher, an as¬ 
sistant professor in the De¬ 
partment of Animal and 
Poultry Science at Virginia 
Tech, did a study that com¬ 
pared a food reward to 
the reward of petting and 
praise. Dogs were clear 
about what they preferred: 
'They'll work harderand re¬ 
spond faster for food than 
for social interaction," she 
says 

Dogs do love to be with 
us, but our monkey chatter 
doesn't mean that much 
to them: Feuerbacher has 
found that dogs will stay 
near a person who's prais¬ 
ing them for the same 
amount of time as if they're 
being ignored. 

And if you want your dog 
to obey just because they 
love you, get real. 

"If only it was like that!" says 
Szie Todd, author of the 
forthcoming 'Wag: The Sci¬ 
ence of Making Your Dog 
Happy" (Greystone Books, 
2020). "If your boss stopped 
paying you, you'd prob¬ 
ably stop going to work 


pretty quickly. You need to 
motivate yourdog too." 
Dog tra iners a Iso ta Ik a bout 
"life rewards" like getting to 
play orgo fora walk. These 
can be useful, especially to 
maintain behaviors you've 
already trained, but are 
more complicated and 
take longer. 

"For most everyday be¬ 
haviors that ordinary peo¬ 
ple want to teach, food is 
quicker and easier," says 
Todd. 

'You want to find a trainer 
who's using modem re- 
ward-based methods, and 
that means they'll be using 
food to train a dog," she 
says. 

Consider the alternatives 
that don't involve rewards. 
Punishment also works to 
change behavior. After 
all, in nature, animals that 
don't avoid painful experi¬ 
ences aren't going to live 


long. However, research 
has shown that using pun¬ 
ishment in dog training has 
serious side effects 'The 
risks include fear, anxiety 
and stress," says Todd, "and 
they include an increased 
risk of aggression, because 
the dog may react badly 
to punishment orthe threat 
of punishment." 

It also affects the human- 
animal bond. One study 
found that dogs trained 
with aversive methods 
looked at their owners 


less frequently than dogs 
trained with positive rein¬ 
forcement. □

A new video showing 
people casually discussing 
gene editing and designer 
babies is making waves 
because of its source: the 
government-funded group 
leading efforts to set stan¬ 
dards for the ethically dic¬ 
ey science. 

The National Academy of 
Sciences posted the video 
earlierthis week along with 
a tweet it later removed. 
The tweet read: "Dream of 
being stronger? Or smart¬ 
er? Do you dream of hav¬ 
ing a top student or star 
athlete? Or a child free 
of inheritable #diseases? 
Can human #GeneEdit- 
ing eventually make this 
and more possible? #The- 
ScienceBehindlt Take the 
quiz !" It included emojisof 
a brain, bulging muscles, a 
professorand an athlete. 

"I am disappointed bythis," 
said Alta Charo, a Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin, Madison 
ethicist involved in past 
academy panels on gene 
editing. She said the tweet

and video could further 
misunderstanding about 
editing's most important 
uses or wrongly suggest 
that it's possible now to be¬ 
stow traits like intelligence. 
The video gives the inaccu¬ 
rate impression that gene 


editing can give positive 
traits without any potential 
downsides _ "the defini¬ 
tion of hubris," said Harvard 
Medical School dean Dr. 
George Q. Daley, who also 
hasbeen involved in acad¬ 
emy work. "We are not 


there yet." 

Making designer babies 
has long been feared by 
opponents of gene editing 
that alters DNA in embryos, 
eggs or sperm, in part be¬ 
cause such changes can 
pass to future generations 
Last year, a Chinese re¬ 
searcher's claim to have 
done this in twin girls was 
widely denounced and led 
to new calls for oversight. 
The academy and the 
World Health Organization 
separately formed scien¬ 
tific panelsto considerthat. 
The new video is part of a 
series aimed at improving 
public understanding of 
the science behind com¬ 
plex issues, said acad¬ 
emy spokeswoman Molly 
Galvin. The tweet was re¬ 
placed by one noting the 
academy's position that 
gene editing should only 
be done to treat or prevent 
disease. 

She did not respond to re¬ 
quests for more informa¬ 
tion, such aswhetherpublic 
money paid for the video. 
The academy is a private 


group Congresscreated to 
advise the federal govern¬ 
ment, and about 85%of its 
funding comesfrom there. 
The video includes a clip of 
gene editing pioneer Jen¬ 
nifer Doudna of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
discussing the science. 

The video opens with 
people putting notes on a 
diagram of a body while 
saying "I guess I would like 
to be taller," "I would like 
to change body fat," "let's 
prevent baldness" and 
'take away dyslexia." 

"The script says: 'This type 
of gene editing is still in the 
realm of science fiction. 
But it might not always be." 
It says five "everyday peo¬ 
ple" were asked to consid- 
erprosand cons. 

One man says, "create 
the perfect human being 
... that's pretty cool," while 
others shake their heads 
and say no. 'You want the 
best qualities to be put into 
your offspring," one man 
says. "I want my child to be 
the best version of not just 
me but him or her. □

NASA lander captures marsquakes, 
other Martian sounds

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. (AP) 

— NASA's InSight landeron 
Mars has captured the low 
rumble of marsquakes and 
a symphony of other other- 
world ly sounds. 

Scientists released an au¬ 
dio sampling Tuesday. 
The sounds had to be en¬ 
hanced for humans to 
hear. 

Insight's seismometer has 
detected more than 100 
events, but only 21 are 
considered strong mars- 
quake candidates The rest 
could be marsquakes— or 
something else. The French 
seismometer is so sensitive it 
can hearthe Martian wind 


as well as movements by 
the lander's robot arm and 
other mechanical "dinks 
and donks " as the team 
calls them. 

"It'sbeen exciting, especiaI- 
ly in the beginning, hearing 
the first vibrations from the 
lander," said Imperial Col¬ 
lege London's Constanti- 
nos Charalambous, who 
helped provide the audio 
recordings. 'You're imagin¬ 
ing what's really happening 
on Mars as InSght sits on 
the open landscape," he 
added in a statement. 
InSight arrived at Mars last 
November and recorded 
its first seismic rumbling in 
April. 


A German drilling instru¬ 
ment, meanwhile, has 
been inactive for months 
Scientists are trying to sal¬ 
vage the experiment to 
measure the planet's inter¬ 
nal temperature. 

The so-called mole is meant 
to penetrate 16feet (5 me¬ 
ters) beneath the Martian 
surface, but has managed 
barely 1 foot (30 centi¬ 
meters). Researchers sus¬ 
pect the Martian sand isn't 
providing the necessary 
friction for digging, caus¬ 
ing the mole to helplessly 
bounce around rather 
than burrow deeper, and 
to form a wide pit around 
itselfQ

Dr. Die, lovine 
unveil high-tech 
new building at USC

dre "Dr. Dre" Young and 
Jimmy lovine want a new 
high-tech building bearing 
their names at the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California 
to become a place where 
young creatives can un¬ 
derstand marrying the con¬ 
cepts of art, technology 
and business. 

The music business part- 
nersalong with USC'shead 
school officials unveiled 
the lovine and Young Hall 
on the campus during a 
dedication ceremony on 
Wednesday afternoon. Ihe 
school's marching band 
commemorated the mo¬ 
ment by playing its fight 
song "Fight On" while con¬ 
fetti exploded into the air 
afterthe ribbon cutting. 
"What this school does is 
as much as what it doesn't 
do," said lovine, a music in¬ 
dustry entrepreneur who is 
known as the co-founder 
of Interscope Records 
Dr. Dre is best known as a 
producer, rapper and co¬ 
owner of Death Row Re¬ 
cords. He later started his 
own record label, After- 
math Entertainment. 

"What it doesn't do is cut 
off that potential in your 
freshman year and silos 
you into something," lovine 
continued. "To silo an un¬ 
dergraduate is a mistake 
asfarasl'm concerned." 


Ihe building wasnamed af¬ 
ter lovine and Dr. Dre who 
donated a combined $70 
million in 2013to create the 
Jimmy lovine and Andre 
Young Academy for Inno¬ 
vation. Ihe academy pro¬ 
vides a special four-year 
program for undergradu¬ 
ates whose interests are 
spanned in several fields 
from marketing, computer 
science, visual design and 
other arts 

lovine believes all of those 
fields can coincide with 
each other in their build¬ 
ing, which USC President 
Carol L Folt called "futur¬ 
istic." The hall will provide 
a learning space featur¬ 
ing 3-D printers, electronic 
labs, a podcast studio, an 
alumni incubator space, 
and a motion capture and 
audio studio. 

"When a design artist 
meetsa computerscience 
major, they don't under¬ 
stand each other," lovine 
said. "The language gets 
muddled. They don't un¬ 
derstand the why of what 
each other does. This 
school keeps that pump¬ 
ing. When you graduate 
from this academy, you 
retain and enhance what 
you had asa kid.That'sthe 
joy of understanding both

Placido Domingo resigns as 
general director of LA Opera 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Opera star Placido Domin¬ 
go resigned Wednesday as 
general director of the Los 
Angeles Opera and with¬ 
drew from all future perfor¬ 
mances, following multiple 
allegations from women 
who say the legendary ten¬ 
or sexually harassed them 
there and at opera com¬ 
panies around the country 
overa period ofdecades. 
Domingo's departure from 
LA Opera raises questions 
about his future career in 
the United States, where 
he has been removed or 
has stepped down from all 
scheduled appearances 
since the allegations were 
first published last mo nth by 
Ihe Associated Press. 
Domingo said in a state¬ 
ment that his ability to 
continue at LA Opera was 
"compromised" by the ac¬ 
cusations a gainst him. 

"I hold Los Angeles Opera 
very dearly to my heart 
and count my work to cre¬ 
ate and build it as among 
my most important lega¬ 
cies," said Domingo, 78, 
who helped found the 
company in the 1980s and 
is credited with raising its in¬ 
ternational profile. 
"However, recent accusa- 
tionsthathave been made 
against me in the press 
have created an atmo¬ 
sphere in which my ability 


to serve this company that 
I so love has been com¬ 
promised," Domingo said, 
adding that he would con¬ 
tinue to work to clear his 
name but decided "it is in 
the best interests of LA Op¬ 
era forme to resign asgen- 
eral director and withdraw 
from my future scheduled 
performances at this time." 
Domingo had been sched¬ 
uled to headline six per¬ 
formances of "Roberto 
Devereux" in February and 
March. 

The resignation comes a 
week after the Metropoli¬ 
tan Opera's bombshell an¬ 
nouncement that Domin¬ 
go would not be ta king the 
stage in the season pre¬ 
miere of "Macbeth" and 
possibly ever again. Three 
othercompanies_the Phil¬ 
adelphia Orchestra, San 
Francisco Opera and Dal¬ 
las Opera _ had already 
removed Domingo from 
upcoming performances in 
the wake of AP stories that 
detailed multiple allega¬ 
tions of harassment and a 
variety of misconduct al¬ 
leged by singers, a dancer 
and backstage opera em¬ 
ployees over a period that 
spanned decades. 

In two reports published 
Aug. 13 and Sept. 5 , the 
AP spoke to more than 
20 women who accused 
Domingo of sexual harass¬ 


ment or other inappropri¬ 
ate, sexually charged con¬ 
duct. Many said Domingo 
tried to pressure them into 
sexual relationships and 
sometimes punished them 
professionally if they reject¬ 
ed him. All said they feared 
reporting him because of 
hispowerto make or break 
their careers, and that his 
behavior was an open se¬ 
cret in the opera world. 
Domingo has denied any 
wrongdoing. He hascalled 
the claims "in many ways, 
simply incorrect," but has 
not elaborated or ad¬ 
dressed anyofthe accusa¬ 
tions directly. 

For years, Domingo has 
been the opera world's 
most bankable star, with 
the celebrity power to fill 
seats in an era of dwindling 
ticket sales. Overtime, he 
has also widened his port¬ 
folio, becoming a prolific 
conductor and powerful 
administrator as the gen¬ 
eral director of two major 
American companies, first 
at Washington Opera and 
later at LA Opera, where 
he became the artistic di¬ 
rector in 2000 and then 
general director in 2003. 

He noted that an indepen¬ 
dent investigation that LA 
Opera launched into Do¬ 
mingo's alleged miscon¬ 
duct would "continue until 
its resolution. "□

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TRain relishes in new success 
following 'Masked Singer win 


NEW YORK (AP) — T-Pain is 
not a fan of early mornings, 
but it's the price you pay 
when traveling the country 
to highlight entrepreneurs 
and startup companies. 
"It's a lot of non-rapper 
hours," the two-time Gram¬ 
my winner said with a 
laugh. 

Ihe singer-rapper, bom 
Faheem Rasheed Najm, is 
the host of "T-Pa in's Sc hool 
of Business," a FUSE show 
that explores niche, inno¬ 
vative businesses founded 
by millennia Is. Many are 
centered on new technol¬ 
ogy and forward-thinking 
concepts 

"It's great to back these 
business and get out here 
and meet the actual entre¬ 
preneurs," he said. "A lot of 
people that we interview 
on the show are basically 
trying to save the environ¬ 
ment, coming up with dif¬ 
ferent ways that they can 
keep the Earth itself sustain¬ 
able." 

Ihe "rappa-temt-sanga" 
(rapper-tumed-singer), as 
he's labeled himself, said 
jumping into the business 
world was a natural fit; his 
mornings _ or afternoons, 
depending on when he 
wakes up _ consist of 
browsing crowdsourcing 
apps and helping fund 
businesses and ideas that 
catch hiseye. 

Pain's career is one that 
can be envied for its lon- 
g evity, a s ma ny of the a rt- 
ists that he sparred with 
atop the music charts in the 
2000s have faded into ob¬ 
scurity. He has consistently 
put out music, and he has 
kept his star brig ht by keep¬ 
ing his face on television. 
He won the inaugural "The 
Masked Singer" competi¬ 
tion in February, followed 
by hosting the iHeart Music 
Awards in March. Howev¬ 
er, he doesn't label it as a 
comeback. 

"I wouldn't call it resur¬ 
gence. It'ssomething I was 
already doing. I always 
meet TV producers and 
I always have meetings 
at networks and stuff like 
that and they're like, ‘Man, 
you got a personality on 
you,'" he said. "I'm pretty 


rela table when it comes to 
learning a bout these things 
because I'm learning with 
my audience, and if I'm 
good enough to help peo¬ 
ple learn and help people 
start their own business, I'll 
take it." 

But while he may not call it 
a revival, he's much more 
visible in pop culture than 
he has been in years. De¬ 
spite touring and guest 
appearances, including a 
high-profile feature on "Fin¬ 
ish Une" from Chance The 
Rapper's 2016 Grammy- 
winning "Coloring Book" 
album, Pain hadn't had 
a solo song that charted 
Billboard since 2013. But 
that changed this yean He 
dropped a new project in 
March, "lUP,"and histrack 
"Girlfriend" featuring G- 
Easy peaked at #37. 

His music still serves as the 
sun in which all of his oth¬ 
er interests orbit around. 
But to some hip-hop fans, 
it's a wonder his music still 
resonates: A decade ago, 
many predicted his career 
all but dead afterj ay-Zre- 
leased "D.O.A. (Death of 
Auto-Tune)" in 2009, a track 
urging the hip-hop world to 
stop using the effect after 
believing it had become 
oversaturated in pop cul¬ 
ture. 

But not only has his career 
thrived, his influence can 
be heard in the music of 
many of today's popular 
artists, such as Migos, Fu¬ 
ture, Travis Scott and J uice 
Wrld. 

"It's definitely come full 
circle. I'm glad I can have 
such an influence now," 
said the "Buy U A Drank" 
singer. "I see it in TV, I see 
it all over the place. I think 
what I do is infectious 
enough to go over indus¬ 
tries: music industry, the TV 
industry and everything. 
So if I can spread T-Pain as 
much as possible, then ab¬ 
solutely _ I'm here for it." 

But the biggest irony might 
be that Beyonce, arguably 
the world's biggest mu¬ 
sic superstar_ and wife to 
Jay-Z_ used auto-tune on 

"Ape." a track from the 

couple's 2018 Grammy- 
winning album, "Everything 


Is Love." 

"I felt great. ... It's hers. I 
don't think (J ay-7) can tell 
her what to do anyway," 
he said with a hefty belly 
laugh. 

T-Pa in's latest album boasts 
appearancesfromO.T. Ge¬ 
na sis, Russ, Tory Lanez and 
frequent collaborator, Lil 
Wayne. He noted that he's 
been varied when itcomes 
to his collaborations 
"I've dabbled in country, 
I've written songs with Luke 
Bryan. I've done that with 
Taylor Swift. I've come back 
to do Pitbull, DJ Khaled and 
the most gangsta rappers, 
all the way to Christian 
pop." He added: "I don't 
want there to be a specific 
sound or anything like that. 
You'll know my voice when 
you hear it." 

T-Pain recently wrapped 
up the first half of his "1UP" 
tourand he's preparing for 
the second leg that kicks 
off in November in Detroit. 
But these days, his priori¬ 
ties a re different than years 
ago during the height of his 
musical success His family, 
which includeshiswife Am¬ 
ber of 16 years and their 
three children, Lyriq, Muziq 
and Kaydnz, is his main fo¬ 
cus "There was a big time 
in my career when I was 
chasing fame and chasing 
being No. land having the 
best 'this' and doing the 
best 'that.' And in the end, 
none of that's important if 
your family is not behind 
you," he said. "J ustputyour 
fa mily first. It ma kesa world 
of difference. Trust me. Big 
difference. "□

NEW YORK (AP) — As the 

nation debates what to do 
with Old South monuments, 
one artisthasa solution. Ke¬ 
hinde Wiley wants more art. 
Wiley, who was tapped to 
paint Barack Obama for 
the National Portrait Gal¬ 
lery, thinks monuments to 
Confederate figures need 
to be placed in their social 
context, nottom down. 

Ihe artist was in Times 
Square last weekto offerhis 
latest corrective, unveiling 
a massive bronze statue of 
a young African American 
man in urban streetwear 
sitting astride a galloping 
horse. Called "Rumors of 
War,"the eight-ton, 29-foot- 
high work mimics a statue 
in Richmond, Virginia, of a 
Confederate general and 
will be moved there at the 
end of the year. 

Wiley is known for his regal 
portraitsof minorities, which 
reclaim a privilege long re¬ 
served for white aristocrats 
He has explained that his 
work is a remedy for the 
historical invisibility of black 
men and women. 

One recent exhibition de¬ 
picts 15 African Americans 
from Ferguson, Missouri, 
and its neighboring com¬ 
munities, dressed in their 
own clothes but posed like 
subjects in a classical paint¬ 
ing. It is the artist's memo¬ 
rial to Mike Brown, a young 
man shot to death by po¬ 
lice. 

In the shadow of his mas¬ 
sive limes Square addition, 
Wiley told The Associated 


Press a bout his thoughts on 
Confederate monuments, 
if he's become more po¬ 
litical and where he goes 
from here. 

Q: There are many people 
who think Confederate 
monuments like the ones 
in Virginia should be ripped 
down. You're offering an¬ 
other alternative _ mote art 
Should artanswerart? 

A: I believe that when deal¬ 
ing with a troubled past 
and arguably a beautiful 
future, artists should use 
every tool in their wheel- 
house. What I try to do is I 
say yes to certain aspects 
of history. And I say no to 
others. What we're saying 
yes to here is monumen¬ 
tally, romanticism, the love 
of sculpture, the love affair 
with the body. This is some¬ 
thing that I think is bea utiful, 
but I don't want to neces¬ 
sarily use the negative as¬ 
pects of America's history 
asa means through which 
you view this work. I think 
promise isthe leading edge 
of this work. 

Q: Do you think the C orrfed- 
erate monuments should 
be taken down? If you do, 
as an artist; does that put 
you in a strange position? 

A: I've never personally 
asked forany art to be tak¬ 
en down. I actually believe 
that all art should be seen 
within its own social con¬ 
text. 

There must be a museum 
for all of the terrible ideas 
that exist in the world. The 
only thing that battles a 
bad idea isa betteridea. 
Q: Are you getting any 


mote political or socially 
active with your work? 

A: It's so interesting. So ma ny 
people have been won¬ 
dering what Kehinde Wiley 
would be making after the 
Obama portrait. This is my 
first shot out of the cannon 
in America and it's no more 
political than anything I've 
everdone. What I dea I with 
is history. I deal with Europe 
and America and colonial¬ 
ism and empire and I try to 
find new ways of digest¬ 
ing that content, trying to 
find new ways of looking 
at ourselves anew. It's not 
about blackness. It's not 
about whiteness. It's about 
the co-evolution of societ¬ 
ies and culture and what 


you're looking at is us. In full 
measure. 

Q: You keep growing, go¬ 
ing from paintings of young 
men to ones of women, 
from Americans to people 
in Indian and Brazil. Where 
do you warrtto go? 

A: There is no limit. There's 
no limit to the creative pos¬ 
sibility of young people. 
There's no limit to the place 
in which hip-hop hasfound 
itself in the bedrooms of 
young dreamers who want 
to figure out how they can 
tell their stories As long as I 
have breath in my life, I'm 
going to dedicate myself 
to tear up telling those sto¬ 
ries. 

Q: In your paintings, you 


used wallpaper and tap¬ 
estries to show privilege. 
In sculpture, you can't 
How have you adjusted to 
three-dimensional works? 
A:Whatldo in my own work 
here with regards to sculp¬ 
ture is to allow the city to 
be the backdrop, to allow 
a moving and constantly 
changing America to be 
the context in which we 
see this young man riding a 
massive horse in the middle 
ofTimesSquare, soon to be 
in the middle of Virginia. 
How does that hack the 
mind of the young viewer? 
How does that hack the 
mind of the artist who's 
thinking about what they 
want to do in their work?Q 


Garth Brooks to receive 
Gershwin Prize for Popular Song

C o untry music superstar 
Garth Brooks has mo re than 
just friends in low places 
The Library of Cong resssa id 
Wednesday the Grammy 
winner will receive the Li¬ 
brary of Congress Gershwin 
Prize for Popular Song in 
March 2020. 

Previous recipients include 
Tony Bennett, Paul Simon, 
Carole King and Willie Nel¬ 
son. 


Brooks is a member of the 
CountryMusic HallofFame. 
His hits include "Friends in 
Low Places," "The Thunder 
Rolls" and "The Dance." 

At 57, he'll be the youngest 
recipient of the Gershwin 
Prize. He will be honored 
with an all-star tribute con¬ 
cert in Washington, D.C., 
that will air on PBS stations 
in spring 2020. 

"An award is only as good 
as the names on it," Brooks 
said in a statement. "First 


off, for any musician, the 
name Gershwin says it all. 
Add to Ira's and George's 
names the names of the 
past recipients and you 
have an award ofthe high¬ 
est honor. I am truly hum¬ 
bled." 

Since his debut in 1989, 
Brooks has become a top¬ 
selling and touring musical 
force, bringing his brand of 
high energy and emotional 
country music to stadiums 
and arenas

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Vacant office parks find new life as schools, colleges

FAIRFIELD, Conn. (AP) — On 

the new satellite campusof 
Sacred Heart University, the 
helicopter landing pad re¬ 
mains as one of the few re¬ 
minders that the wooded, 
69-acre property served 
until recently as the global 
headquarters for General 
Electric. 

Where Jack Welch sat at 
the pinnacle of corpo¬ 
rate America, professors 
now lead classes inside 
the sleek, 1970s buildings 
on the campus purchased 
by the university following 
GE's departure for Boston in 
2016. 

Across the country, of¬ 
fice parks that have lost 
their luster with employers 
are being repurposed as 
school buildings. Colleges 
and school districts willing 
to think beyond traditional 
school settings are retrofit¬ 
ting office space to help 
them deal with growing 
enrollments and a scarcity 
of la nd in urba n a nd subur- 
ban areas. 

Sacred Heart computer 
science professor Bob Mc¬ 
Cloud said he likes the 
natural light the floor-to- 
ceiling windows bring into 
the classrooms And the 
leftover cubicles outside his 
office leave plenty of room 
for his graduate students 
But he is still adjusting to the 
formerGE site. 

"It's a little corporate," he 
said. 

A 28-bedroom guesthouse 
with a ballroom has been 
kept by the university to 
support a new hospitality 
program. Renovations are 
still underway at the two 
main buildings, but the uni¬ 


versity already has moved 
the education, computer 
science and engineering 
departments to what it is 
calling its West Campus, a 
short shuttle ride from the 
main campus. 

Michael Kinney, a university 
administrator, said the $31.5 
million paid forthe property 
was a bargain when com¬ 
pared with the cost of new 
construction. 

A similar idea has been 
under consideration a few 
miles down the Connecti¬ 
cut shoreline in Stamford, 
where the school district 
was looking at an unoc¬ 
cupied building that once 
housed Xeroxasthe poten¬ 
tial site of an elementary 
school. 

Some other examples: 

ATLANTA 


When Atlanta Public 
Schools decided to build 
a high school inside a 
11 -story office tower that 
once housed IBM, design¬ 
ers found classrooms fit well 
within the column structure. 
But there was plenty that 
needed changing. 

A nine-story building on the 
56-acre property was tom 
down to make room fora 
gymnasium and audito¬ 
rium. Stairs were installed to 
create double-level com¬ 
mon areasforeach grade 
level and reduce logjams 
on the elevators. And lami¬ 
nated glass was installed in 
all the floor-to-ceiling win- 
dowsto keep studentsfrom 
falling through if any were 
to crash into them while 
roughhousing. 

IBM's kite hen and cafeteria 
were kept in place — with 
some modifications. 

'You can't have chande¬ 
liers in a kids' cafeteria," 
said Bob J ust, an architect 
with the firm Cooper Carry 
in Atla nta. 

North Atlanta High School 
opened in the newspace in 
2013. IBM once employed 
over 5,000 people at the 
site but that had number 
had dwindled to less than 
a thousand as more were 
working at home or cus¬ 
tomer sites. 

ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA 

With a fast-growing student 
population, and little avail¬ 


able land, the city of Alex¬ 
andria saw opportunity in a 
cheap, vacant office tower 
that had once housed the 
National Diabetes Associa¬ 
tion headquarters. 

In September, the building 
reopened asthe Ferdinand 
T. Day Elementary School, 
named fora civil rights ad¬ 
vocate who worked forde- 
segregation in Alexandria. 
The school district boughta 
parking garage adjacent 
to the building for play¬ 
ground space, including 
a basketball court on the 
roof. A footbridge was built 
to allow children to walk 
from the third floor of the 
school to the building with 
play areas. 

The bottom four floors make 
up the school, with the top 
two reserved for school of¬ 
fice space. With large win¬ 
dows that let in abundant 


natural light, school district 
spokeswoman Helen Uoyd 
said the building lent itself 
well to a school setting, 
and the retrofit took much 
less time than it would have 
to build a new school. 

'We went to the planning 
council in September, and 
11 monthslaterthe building 
opened, all glossy and gor¬ 
geous," she said. 

HOUSTON 

As the Awty International 
School waslooking forroom 
to expand its early learn¬ 
ing center, the Houston 
neighborhood was seeing 
business parks give way to 
more condos, apartments 
and retail development. 
When an office park across 
the street became avail¬ 
able for sale, the private 
school in the city center 
bought the five-acre prop¬ 
erty. It opened in Septem¬ 
ber 2017 as a campus 
for preschool through first 
grade students A play¬ 
ground replaced a parking 
lot in an interior courtyard, 
and the ceiling was raised 
in one building to accom¬ 
modate a gym. 

The 30-year-old develop¬ 
ment had been home to 
businesses including a bi¬ 
cycle maker and a tax of¬ 
fice before being sold. The 
school renovated the entire 
property, adding color to 
the brick facade with new 
resin panels, and they were 
on track for significant sav- 
ingseompared to the costs 
of new construction before 
running into challenges 
with the remodeling. 

"I'm not sure in the end we 
really realized those sav¬ 
ings," said Don Davis, the 
school's director of facili¬ 
ties, "but it turned out to be 
a very nice project'O
